FOREIGN MINISTER DISCUSSES WESTERN SAHARA ISSUE 
GF041734 Muscat Domestic Service in Arabic 1300 GMT 4 May 82 


[Excerpt] Yusuf al-'Alawi ‘Abdallah, minister of state for foreign affairs, 
- held a press conference today which was attended by the members of the media 
delegation accompanying Moroccan Prime Min.ster Maati Bouabid. 


Answering a question about the latest developments in the situation and dispute 
in northwestern Africa, his excellency said: The Moroccan prime minister's 
visit to the sultanate has given us a change to exchange views on various 
issues. No doubt we stand on a common ground and our views on various issues 
under discussion are identical, because the relations existing between the two 
countries and peoples are very old. These relations have provided a motive and 
laid the groundwork for the two governments to begin cooperating to serve the 
interests of the two governments and peoples. Prime Minister Maati Bouabid 
explained the dimensions of the Saharan problem facing Morocco and the reper- 
cussions that might take place if this problem remains unsolved. We have been 
informed of the steps Morocco has taken to peacefully resolve this problem 
within the OAU framework. 


His excellency affirmed that the sultanate's stand on this issue is based on 
supporting complete Moroccan control and sovereignty over its national soil 
that was restored as a result of the Spanish evacuation of the Sahara. He 
said: We have contributed in this regard by confirming His Majesty Sultan 
Qabus' stand in supporting Morocco and in the assertion of a genuine principle 
of his foreign policy and for the sovereignty of countries and noninterference 
in internal affairs by foreign powers. He emphasized that Western Sahara is 
part of Moroccan territory and that it is natural for this part of Moroccan 
territory and that it is natural for this part of Arab iand to be a part of the 
Moroccan kingdom. He said: We believe that the Moroccan king's initiative 

to hold a referendum on Western Sahara was a positive and good step toward 
restoring Morocco's rights in the Sahara hence, Oman supports Morocco on all 
levels--at the United Nations and in other international organizations. 


His excellency said: This stand does not mean a negative stand toward Algeria, 
because we maintain good relations with Algeria and we hope these relations 
will improve. This stand is based oa principle which we adhere to: The 
unity of countries and their control over their lands, because nonadherence to 
this principle will create problems among states as a result of claims that 
are made from time to time.

UAE QUESTIONS LEBANESE USE OF AID TO SOUTH 
Paris AL-MUSTAQBAL in Arabic No 270, 24 Apr 82 p 16 


[Text] The UAE again has inquired about the fate of 3 million dirhams in aid 
which it had given to help the relief efforts for the people in the southern 
region. The government of the UAE informed Lebanese Prime Minister Shafiq al- 
Wazzan that it is still waiting to find out wh it has become of this aid which 
was received by former Minister of Labor and Suvcial Affairs, Deputy Nazim al- 
Qadiri, preparatory to transferring it to the region (the western Biqa’). 


The UAE has urged al-Wazzan to conduct an official investigation into the 

issue of Arab money which is being squandered. This request from the UAE was 
made to confirm that it is determined to pursue this issue whatever the circum- 
stances may be, and that it will continue until the truth is revealed and the 
position of the Lebanese government on the issue is clarified. . 


This memorandum from the UAE was preceded by two other contacts with the Foreign 
Ministery and with the President, with regard to the same matter. The first 
time, the UAE warned that it might have to stop any future aid to Lebanon if 

the 3 million dirhams does not appear and is not spent for the purpose for which 
it was intended. The second time, the UAE threatened that it might find itself 
compelled to request all the Arab states to halt all financial aid, because the 
Lebanese government is not using the money given to it as it should, and because 
there is wrongdoing in the use of this aid in the correct and desired way. 


The government has maintained silence on the matter, except for what al-Wazzan 
said in answer to a political attack relating to this issue, engendering shock 
in political circles everywhere: "Before they ask about the fate of the 3 mil- 
lion dirhams in aid from the UAE, I want to know the fate of the aid which was 
given by Saudi Arabia for Lebanese Islamic institutions during the previous 
administration, and was put at the disposal of the president at that time,

RIYADH CONTRASTS U.S. STANDS ON FALKLANDS, PALESTINIAN QUESTION

[Text] The Falklands crisis has witnessed fresh developments as a result of the 
escalation in the intensity of international pressures on Argentina and the 
readiness of the British forces to embark on a comprehensive war with the aim 
of making Argentina vacate the islands it occupied some weeks ago. 


We here in the Middle East region observe with astonishment the sequence of 
these developments, and we are completely stunned by the international de- 
nunciation of the Argentine action accompanied by the international community's 
determination to affirm the British rights to administer the affairs of the 
islands as before the Argentine occupation. Although the Argentine foreign 
minister has expressed his country's readiness to accept the UN Security Coun- 
cil's resolution on a withdrawal from the islands, to halt armed operations and 
to endeavor to reach a peaceful solution to the dispute, and despite the fact 
the British foreign secretary has expressed dissatisfaction with his counter- 
part's statements, and that the United States has frankly declared its position 
on the issue and affirmed its support for the British demands, all that does 
not concern us a great deal. [sentence as heard] 


What concerns us and astounds us is the well defined, clear and firm position 
of the international community as represented by the Security Council, and 
the strong U.S. stand and other reactions expressed by some regional and 
international organizations concerning three barren and remote islands in- 
habited only by a small number of people. We do not find a similar stand 
crystallizing toward the Palestinian issue, which indicates that a large 
number of countries are in collusion with the great powers and are under the 
influence of intense pressures exerted on them by the great powers. 


The U.S. stand on the Falklands shows that it could, if it warted, exert the 
pressures it feels appropriate to tilt the situation in the interest of the 
side it supports, However, it has not done this for those who have true claims 
to rights in the Middle East région; on the contrary, its continued support 

for Israel and its exercise of the right of veto against any UN General 
Assembly resolution or recommendation by the UN Security Council condemning 
Israel's actions are greatly regretted by the Arab Nation [words indistinct].

OIL MINISTER EXPECTS INCREASE IN OIL PRICES

[Text] Vienna, 21 Apr (AFP)--Humberto Calderon Berti, Venezuelan energy and 
mines minister, has said here that he is relatively optimistic about the world 
oil market. 


Shortly before the meeting of OPEC's vigilance committee, Calderon said that 
he has seen several "favorable signs," especially in the reduction of the gap 
between spot prices and the organization's official prices. 


According to the minister, the price of all crude oils, except the (bony light) 
type, has risen between $2.50 to $3 a barrel on the spot market. 


He also said that the spot-market prices of North Sea oil are now $1.50 above 
the official prices, which, according to him, should lead to an increase in 
rates. 


The minister said that the average over-all production this year will reach 
20 million barrels a day. 


He said that he believes the world demand for oil (excluding the eastern 
countries) will average 46 million barrels a day in 1982. 


According to him, demand for the first 3 months was between 43 and 44 million 
barrels a day. 


He said that Ecuador is having difficulty selling its crude because of the 
Malvinas crisis. 


He said that Ecuador produces 200,000 barrels of oil a day. Between 70,000 
and 80,000 barrels are earmarked for export, but that currently the country 
cannot sell at the official price. 


The minister said that the committee, made up of the ministers of the United 
Arab emirates, Venezuela, Algeria, and Indonesia, might meet again in Caracas, 
2 or 3 days before the OPEC ministers' meeting in Quito. 


This committee was created during the special meeting held in Vienna on 20 
March. It has no decision-making power.

GULF INDUSTRIAL COORDINATION GOALS, AIMS REVIEWED 
Beirut AL-IQTISAD WAL-A'MAL in Arabic No 35, Feb 82 pp 56-59 


/Article by Dr Muhammad Hisham Khawajikiyah: ‘The Economic Requirements of In- 
dustrial Coordination in the Gulf''/ 


/Text/ Many Gulf projects are working at only 20 or 30 percent of capacity. There 
is increasing competition among certain Gulf factories for certain factors of pro- 
duction and markets, reliance on the outer world is great, negotiating power in re- 
lation with foreign companies is weak, and there is an inadequacy in marketing and 
allocations and wastage in spending. These are some of the most serious conse- 
quences that have arisen from duplication in projects and delays in the process of 
coordinating and making allocations within the Gulf countries in the industrial 
field, as Dr Muhammad Hisham Khawajikiyah reviews them in this study, which was 
prepared by the Gulf Industrial Investment Council. 


In spite of the Gulf countries' orientation toward industrial cooperation for a 
substantial period, the importance of cooperation remains insufficiently clear. 
No serious studies have yet been made showing the true economic benefits arising 
from cooperation. To the contrary, the general view prevailing among some people 
is that the Gulf countries’ interests lie first cf all in cooperating with the ad- 
vanced industrial countries, and their links with one another are merely a sign 
of affection. 


This view is not without some justification. The oil countries export oil to in- 
dustrial countries, which need it to provide energy for their advanced industries, 
They also invest the oil financial surpluses they have, considering that these 
constitute the natural field for the efficient investment of these surpluses in 
the light of the great investment opportunities they offer, supported by advanced 
technology and high administrative competence, 


Since the ultimate long range goal of cooperation policies is to attain a comre- 
hensive industrial integration, one can define the latter as the distribution of 
production among various countries in a manner which will realize and ensure these 
countries the highest economic return (the lowest cost in the long range) and 
social return (development of the economies of the most relatively backward areas 
and countries). 























Herewith is a breif review of the most conspicuous benefit the Arab Gulf countries 
can reap in applying effective policies in the realm of industrial coordination, 


Avoiding Repitition, Duplication and Conflicting Industrial Projects 


Duplication in the establishment of industriai projects occurs as a result of 
numerous factors, among them: 


The presence of conflicting assumptions concerning the scope of the regional or in- 
ternational marketing areas available for marketing the production, as a result of 
a deficiency in information available to some countries on projects in others, or 
the absence of measures agreed upon in advance to coordinate the parties concerned 
with the production or marketing area. Whatever the reason might be, conflicts 
and duplication in the establishment of industrial projects will have the effect 

of leading to the following: 


Competition among Gulf countries for certain accessories required for the industries 
they have (labor, primary /and/ intermediary materials); this will have the effect 
of working to raise the prices of these accessories in a manner raising production 
costs and putting them in a weak competitive position in the international market. 
In addition, the local consumer bears additional burdens without justification. 


Coordination in the process of exploying manpower and technical expertise and pur- 
chasing the primary and intermediate materials needed for manufacturing is a ques- 
tion from which extremely large savings can be realized. Cooperation among these 
countries in respect to their acquisition of labor or the purchase of the primary, 
intermediary or final materials required for their development needs will have the 
effect of increasing their negotiating power and will permit the acquisition of ad- 
vantages they “»nnot gut by themselves, such as obtaining the best prices for their 
purchases, guaranteeing regular delivery of these, and so forth. 


The existence of similar industrial projects in the Gulf countries, together with 
narrow domestic markets and the presence of strong international competition in 
toreign markets, plus the existence of such other limitations as the lack of tech- 
nicians, the poor quality of maintenance services and so forth, will result in the 
presence of surplus productive capacities that represert an unjustifiable waste as 
regards existing investments, increasing the costs of production and creating added 
difficulties for exportation. 


Facilities Working at 28 percent of Capacity! 


It appears that Gulf industrial installations are operating only at levels much 
below their design capacity. The fertilizer projects in Qatar and Saudi Arabia 
never operate at more than 60 percent of capacity. Their customary rate of opera- 
tion is less than that. The rate of operation of iron and steel projects is just 
28 percent of their full productive capacities (see the following table). What 
applies to the fertilizer projects applies to most Guif industries. The main ex- 
ceptions to this general statement are the aluminum smelter in Bahrain and the iron 
and steel plant in Qatar. 























The establishment of industrial coordination among these countries and the distri- 
bution of industries on the basis of allocations in various intermediary or final 
branch areas that will result from that will lead to the optimm use of existing 
productive capacities, and this in turn will result in the realization of great 
savings, will increase the productivity of the industries, will reduce their costs 
and will make them better able to compete abroad. 


A UNIDO report points out that if Latin America carried out regional industrial co- 
ordination in just one field, the steel industry, that could save investments of 
close to US $3.7 billion over a 10-year period in the form of idle capacity which 
could go to other investment areas, 


Increased Reliance on the Outer World 


Duplication in the establishment of projects has the effect of obstructing the 
establishment of local advance and rearguard relations among existing or planned 
industries on a broad scale and increasing industry's reliance on the foreign world 
in all the countries involved, working toward the fragmentation of the regional 
market rather than unifying it. Thus, instead of leading to increased intrinsic 
independence for these countries and reducing their subordination to the inter- 
national economy, industrialization increases this subordination. 


As an example to illustrate that, the establishment of the iron and steel industry 
has the effect of leading to the elimination of reinforcement iron bars from import 
lists, for instance, to be replaced by ceramic products, spare parts, graphite rods 
and a further list of such commodities that begin to appear as a result of the 
establishment of this industry. 


The economics of the basic industries can be improved to a large degree if further 
processing activities are carried out on their products, such as the production of 
consumer goods f/om petrochemicals, iron, and steel, and the Gulf countries can 
distribute production activities among themselves, through cooperation and coordin- 
ation, in a way where each country is allotted the production of an intermediate 
product, which in turn will be the raw material for other products. This will have 
the effect of filling in the production gaps in the structure of Gulf industries 
and will thereby lead to the establishment of integrated industries among them, 
rather than the integration that exists at present between them and the industrial 
countries and their nearly total reliance on them to obtain the requirements of 
the industry or export markets for their products.

A "Glut" in the Aluminum Industry 


The aluminum industry is considered a clear example of the foregoing. The Gulf 
countries have two aluminum smelters at present, one in Bahrain and the other in 
Dubai, with a total production capacity of 300,000 tons a year. However, the Gulf 
countries as a whole are planning to establish new aluminum smelters. Iraq has a 
plan to produce aluminum at a rate of 200,000 tons in 1985, Abu Dhabi has one for 
150,000 tons, Qatar has one for 150,000 tons, Saudi Arabia has one for 200,000 tons, 
and, finally, Kuwait has one for 150,000 tons. The erection of all these smelters 
will increase the region's need for the primary and intermediary materials necessary 
for aluminum production, which are currently being imported from the international 
market. This also will have the effect of facing these countries in the future 
with a glut in foreign markets, since most of the current production is exported 
out of the Gulf area, 


The Gulf countries can reach agreement among themselves on specialization in pro- 
duction by expanding the current productive capacities of existing projects to sub- 
stitute for aluminum ore production in other countries that have alumina, bauxite 
or finished alumnimum product output. 


Saudi Arabis, for example, can substitute aluminum ore production with bauxite pro- 
duction, and Iraq can substitute the production of primary aluminum with alumina 
production, while the other Gulf countries can specialize in the production of cer- 
tain finished aluminum products. 


The Gulf countries,as a further alternative in cooperation, can proceed with the 
establishment of aluminum smelters, provided that they reach agreement with one 
another on the collective production of intermediary and final products in the 
region. 


In either case, cooperation and specialization in production will lead to aluminum 
industry integration in the Gulf region and will integrate their production cycle, 
increasing these countries’ reliance on one another in place of the current reliance 
of each on foreign countries, both in acquiring this industry's requirements of 
primary and intermediary materials and in the disposition of their products. In 
addition, it will have the effect of eliminating probable competition among them 

in disposing of their products in international markets. 


Benefitting from Economies of Size 


There are numerous economic activities that can be established on an economic basis 
only on a large scale, and therefore coordination and cooperation in production in 
these industries and the specialization in production and establishment of large 
industrial units that that will lead to, are to be considered important points 
which will result in benefitting from economies of size. 


Studies t-aring on the iron and steel industry, for instance, indicate that the 
minimum optimum size for the productive capacity of a high furnace project is 

1 million tons a year; if production drops below half a million tons, production 
costs will increase by 30 percent. 




















Whatever the situation may be, it is certain that no Gulf country, alone, can 
guarantee the establishment of industries at optimum size except in a very few 
cases, and cooperation among them on the basis of production specialization will 
continue to be the only means available to establish the greatest number of Gulf 
projects of optimum sizes capable of realizing appropriate returns on the invest- 
ments made on them. 


From the foregoing, one may conclude that a large part of current and to some ex- 
tent planned productive capacity is below optimum size. 


Above and beyond the economies that will result from expanding the sizes of pro- 
jects through specialization, one result will be the existence of a balanced econ- 
omy in the Gulf region, on top of other benefits such as joint maintenance, market- 
ing and so forth. What goes for the petrochemical industries can be said about the 
iron and steel industry. 


The Importance of Coordination in the Field of Marketing 


The process of marketing Gulf industrial products at competitive prices in world 
markets is the basic criterion for the success of the industrialization process in 
the region. Therefore, unless these countries pursue a reasonable marketing plat- 
form, they will not be able to guarantee their industrial projects the ingredients 
of success and prosperity. The difficulty with the marketing process at the cur- 
rent time lies in two sources: 


The first one is related to the existence of a world market surplus in most Gulf 
export industries, making the process of penetrating the world market a difficult 
one. The ammonia, nitrogenous fertilizer, steel and intermediate petrochemicals 
market is distinguished by the presence of a surplus in existing production capac- 
ity. Markets for methanol are limited and dominated by traditional producers to a 
large extent. As for refining, Western Europe, the natural market for refined pro- 
ducts, is to be considered a difficult market because European refineries are work- 
ing at less than their capacity, in carrying out the program of voluntary guidance 
that exists in the European Economic Community. Studies show that the state of 
tue European market will not change in the long run but that crude refining capac- 
ity will remain adequate until after 1986. 


Second, there is customs protection on imports of the above products, especially 
in the countries of the Council of European Economic Cooperation, adding new diffi- 
culties to the problem of marketing and adding to its complexities. 


Overcoming the abovementioned marketing difficulties will not come about through a 
reduction in prices or the presentation of requests to obtain shares in the inter- 
national market buy rather through careful planning to create a logical entry into 
the market. 


In light of the abovementioned reasons, marketing requirements demand cooperation 
among Gulf countries in drawing up a marketing policy that is capable of penetrating 
world markets for their processed products on carefully studied bases. That will 
not be feasible for them if each one continues to operate in isolation. 


























Coordination of chemical fertilizer marketing policies by entering into joint agree- 
ments with developing countries will also have the effect of facilitating the entry 
of these products into these countries. Examples of that are the agreements where 
the Kuwait petrochemical industry has 40 percent of the capital of the Turkish 
Mediterranean Chemical Fertilizer Manufacturing Company, and this Turkish company 
obtains part of its ammonia imports from the Kuwait Petrochemical Industry Company. 
The Kuwait Development Fund also contributes to the financing of the ammonia and 
urea plant in Sri Lanka. The state of Qatar owns 40 percent cf the Petrochemical 
Manufacturing Company, Du Nord, which has a petrochemical processing complex in 

the city of Dunkirk, France, In June 1979 the Saudi-Pakistani joint plant erected 
in Birpur, Pakistan, began ammonia and urea production. There is also a similar 
joint project under construction between Saudi Arabia and Taiwan and it is antici- 
pated that it will start production in 1981. Negotiations are also underway between 
Saudi Arabia (represented by the Sabic Company) and India to establish a project to 
produce ammonia and urea with a productive capacity of 1,000 and 1,500 tons per day, 
respectively, and there is a joint project between the Emirate of ‘Ajman and 
Pakistan to produce urea. Kuwait is also intending to participate in the third 
Arab Gulf project in Pakistan to produce ammonia and urea. 


Entering into collective economic negotiations with economic blocs in the world, 
especially those related to the industrial countries, in the desire to guarantee 
markets for the Gulf countries’ products, is not a new thing in international 
economic relations. The European Common Market countries have displayed their read- 
iness, through the Committee on Foreign Economic Relations of the European Parlia- 
ment, to enter into negotiations with the Arab countries in the Gulf with the objec- 
tive of obtaining oil supplies for themselves in an orderly manner at appropriate 
prices in exchange for permission for Gulf petrochemical products to enter European 
markets by the grant of preferential treatment. Since the Gulf countries enjoy an 
obvious relative advantage in production of a number of petrochemical products, 

this will have the effect of redistributing the specialization that has developed 

in the establishment of these industries between the two groups of countries. 


Since petrochemical projects depend ~ the most intensely complex technology, it is 
difficult to market their products, aad they generally require large investments 
and high shipping rates, the establishment of a number of petrochemical projects 
will entail investment risks whose significance one cannot belittle. This state of 
affairs has prompted some Arab Gulf countries to reach agreement with internation- 
al firms to market their products, 


Cooperation in the Regional Marketing of Gulf Products 


Industrial cooperation that is aimed at unifying the Gulf market will result in ex- 
panding the domestic market so that its population can reach 23 million consumers, 
improving the productivity of Gulf industry, making the operation of existing pro- 
ductive capacity more competent and leading to the optimum exploitation of resources 
available, It will also increase relations of economic interlinkage among these 
countries, This will all function in a manner making the countries in the region 
.ess dependent on the outer world for providing their consumer requirements and it 
will help improve their competitive position and enable them to attain better 

trade conditions.

UK JOURNALIST REPORTS ON AFGHAN EXPERIENCE

[John Fullerton report: "Guerrillas Pray to the Sound of Soviet Gunfire"] 


[Text] Eight feet underground and steeped in icy water, 120 Afghan guerrillas 
prayed silently for survival in the darkness as Russian helicopter gunships 
and armoured vehicles pounded their homes overhead. 


Seventeen tanks, BMP armoured fighting vehicles, and BTR-60 armoured personnel 
carriers from Kabul had sped across an open, stony plain and launched a four- 
hour strike against hamlets in Logar Province, south-eastern Afghanistan. 


Logar lies between the capital and the Pakistan border. It is on the transit 
route for guerrillas, moving by day and night, to bring in Chinese mines, 
Kalashnikov rifles, British .303 calibre ammunition made in the 1939-45 war, 
Canadian bolt-action rifles, and Egyptian rounds for anti-tank rocket launchers. 


When the operation was over, three guerrillas lay dead in Rauchi and seven 
suspects were hauled off to Kabul for interrogation. 


In Qotob Khel, further north, 14 Afghan resistance fighters were killed. I 
treated two women for wounds. One had been shot through the hand and the 
breast and had received splinters in her head. The second had the lower part 
of her chin shot away. 


The Afghan "doctor" in Rauchi had no qualifications and no knowledge of how to 
use his well-equipped medical bag. He was a mere boy, shaking with fright and 
reluctant to touch the female wounded. 


We had fixed up a serum drip for one, but instead of cleaning the wounds and 
stopping the bleeding he simply covered the unpleasant sight with sacking. 


First sign of the assault was a column of dust about six miles off. About 20 
minutes later the line of armoured vehicles in camouflage paint led the 
attack, with two "hind" MI-12 armoured helicopter gunships, 100 ft up, clear- 
ing the way for the soldiers’ advance. 


As the leading vehicles opened fire, the guerrillas ran, leaping aboard an 
ancient bright red bus. 
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Thirty guerrillas all yelled contradictory orders to a confused driver who 
promptly steered the vehicle into open ground, bereft of cover in any direction. 


It was virtually every man for himself, but dragging me by the arm, the 
guerrilla commander rushed me through a small field of clover and a plantation 
fo saplings before we flung ourselves--with about 120 others--into a hole in 
an embankment. 


The tunnel--it was in fact a large storm water drain lying beneath a road--was 
some six to eight feet deep, intersected in three places by vertilation shafts 
and about 400 yards long. 


We stayed there for more than three and a half hours, listening to the whine of 
tank engines and the sound of 57mm freelight rockets being fired at villages 

by the gunships. 

When we emerged we found that soldiers had looted houses of cash, radios and 


cheap jewellery--a sure sign that the attacking force was composed of both 
communist Afghan troops and Russians.

The state-run Avicin- 
na-i-Balkhi Pharmaceutic- 
al Enterprise produces, su- 
pplies and imports drugs 
to satisfy the domestic ne- 
eds of the people for med- 
icine. 

The enterprise has est- 
ablished 22 state drugsto- 
res in Kabul and 36 sin 
the provinces alongside 
the private pharmacies in 
order to keep the prices 
of medicines stable  thr- 
ough fair competition wi- 
th the private ones. 


The pharmaceutical en- 
terprise in addition to the 
import of drugs from abr- 
oad produces a number of 
medicinal items in its own 
laboratories and sells _ th- 
em at a reasonable price 
to the consumers through 
its state-run drugstore. 

The tablet-making lab- 
oratories of this enterpri- 
se have produced 25 mill- 
ion assorted tablets dur- 
ing the past Afghan year 
and have marketed them 
to meet the immediate 
wants of the consumers. 


Its syrup and tincture 
laboratory had produced 
160,000 bottles of syrup, 
1500 litres of different ti- 
nctures, 4000 literes of so- 
lvent benzyl of conium 
chloride and has marke- 
ted them. 

It has produced 13000 
litres medical olcohol of 
75 degree and 20000 litres 
of distilled water and has 
marketed them in the lo- 
cal market. 

The Avicinna Pharmac- 
eutical Enterprise has_ to 
import medicine because 
its domestic production 
can not meet the domes- 
tic drug needs of the peo- 
ple but it has regulated 
the import of the medici- 
nes through the substit- 
ution of the patent medic- 
ines with generic medici- 
nes. since the _ incept- 
ion of the glorious Saur 
Revolution.

Answering a question the 
president of the planning of 
the Ministry of Education 
Stated that this year accor- 
ding to the plan over 80 
per cent of the school going 
children of age 7 will be 
enrolled in the schools, whi- 
ch shows an increase of 


10 per cent over the last 
year. 
This means that during 


this academic year an_ es- 
timated number of 253 th- 
ousand school children of 
7 years of age will be newly 
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registered in the old and 
newly established schools 
in the cold regions of the 
country. 

He further pointed out th- 
at this year 3 million volu- 
mes of text books designed 
for various élasses and on 
the different subjects as 
well as 300 thousand volu- 
mes of supplementary boo- 
ks with a total cost of 110 
million afghanis have been 
published so far. Some of 
these books have already 
been distributed and others 
will be distributed in future 
to the above-mentioned sch- 
ools for use, he concluded.

Progress in Textile Mills

The Kandahar Cotton Te- 
xtile mills was established 
with one thousand tons th- 
read and 40 million metres 
textile capacity in 1355 HLS. 
(1976). 

If the raw materials (cot- 
ton), electricity needs and 
other essentials of the fa- 
ctory are met properly, the 
production of the factory 
will boost up considerably, 
according to projected pl- 
ans, meeting the demand of 
the people for textiles, said 
Eng. Ghulam Mohammad 
Rahimi, deputy minister of 
(industries) of the Mines 
and Industries Ministry in 
an interview with the Kabul 
New Times reporter. He 
had gone to Kandahar at 
the head of a delegation re- 
cently for reactivating of 
the industrial plants in that 
province. 


Speaking on the activities 
and the reactivation works 
of the aforementioned  pl- 
ant, Eng. Rahimi said that 
presently, the factory's de- 
mand for electric power is 
%.000 kws. per hour. During 
the last two years the cons- 
truction works and _installa- 
tion of the plants and ma- 
chinery of the Kandahar 
Cotton Textile Mills  conti- 
nued by the Afghan’ eny- 
ineers as well as the friend- 
lv Soviet experts. So far, 
about 90 per cent of the in- 
stallation works of the dy- 
eing plant and the knitting 
and spinning plants of the 
factory have been comipiel- 
ed, but the work on the air- 
conditioning and _ ventilati- 
on system of factory has 
not been completed. 


The montage works and 
equipping of the laborator- 
ies of the dyeing, spinning 
and knitting plants, work 
on the chemical station the 
design and water refinery 
sections and __ installation 
and reactivation of a num- 
ber of plants has net yet 
started. Be 

The deputy minister of 
Mines and Industries add- 
ed that during its stay in 
Kandahar the delegation in- 
spected the affairs of the 
Kandahar Cotton and wool- 
en textile mills and the Ka- 
ndahar Fruit Enterprise. 

The Kandahar Cotton 
Textile Mills is presently un- 
der construction with three 
knitting, spinning and dye- 
ing plants and 90 million 
metres textile production 
capacity. 

The cotton needed by the 
factory is supplied from 
Helmand province. If suf- 
ficient raw materials, are 
available and electric pow- 
er shortage and other pro- 


bliems are removed by boo- 
sting the production we 
will undoubtedly reach the 
self sufficiency stage avoid- 
ing the import of similar 
products from abroad, be- 
cause the demand for the 
textile is high in the domes- 
tic markets, Rahimi added. 

Rahimi said that the Kan- 
dahar Woolen Textile Mills 
started functioning in 1358 
H.S. (1978-79) with 600 
thousand metres woolen fa- 
brics and 300 tons carpet 
thread production capacity 
annually. 

The raw material for the 
factory is supplied from 
Kandahar province. Prese- 
ntly, the factory has res- 
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erved raw materials in _ its 
stores tor one year. ‘Lhe te- 
xtiles produced by the fac- 
tory are sold in the domestic 
markets and some _ thread 
products of the factory is 
transferred to the Pule Ch- 
arkhi Woolen» Textile Mills 
for.use in production of 
blankets and carpet. 

Eng. Rahimi added that 
the Kandahar Fruit Enterpr- 
ise is a small enterprise pr- 
oducing fruit conserve. The 
raw materials of the factory 
with the exception of one 
item are produced and 
supplied inside the country. 
The production of the fac 
tory meets partly the dom- 
estic needs and are partly 
exported to the foreign mar- 
kets. ;

Subsidy to Farmers

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Success of Last Year's Harvest

The resulls of the past 
Afghan year (ended March 
20, 1982) in terms of crop 
harvest and other agricul- 
tural products were _satis- 
factory compared to preced- 
ing year, said Momhamm- 
ad Hasan Paiman, Presid- 
ent of the Extension and 
Agricultural Products De- 
partment of the Agricul- 
ture and Land Reforms Mi- 
nistry in an interview with 
the Kabul New Times _rep- 
orter. 


He added that in 1360 a 
total of 3,805,000 hectares 
of land were cultivated with 
different crops, of which 
1,095,000 hectares were un- 
brrigated, dependant’ on 
rain falls. So far from 3, 
346,500 hectares of arable 
land, 2,307,000 hectares 
have been brought under 
wheat crop, 1,391,000 hec- 
tares under’ industrial cr- 
ops (cotton, beet-root, sug- 
arcane and oil seeds). The 
cotton crop covers ar area 
of 73,000 hectares and that 
of beet-root 2.4 thousand 
hectares. The vegetables in- 
cluding fruits cover 94,000 
and 143,000 hectares_ res- 
pectively. 

The gross produce from 
the aforementioned areas 
amounted to 4,491,000 tons 
crops, 2,850,000 tons of 
which was wheat, 475,000 
tons paddy, 798,000 tons 
maize. The produce of the 
industrial crops came_ to 
239.000 tons of which 80,000 


tons was cotton and 45,000 

beet-root. The products 

of vegetables was 865, 
000 tons and of fruits 931, 
000. 


He added that the land 
allocated for sowing in the 
current year has increased 
by 3.5 per cent. The incre- 
ase in the areas allocated 
for wheat cultivation is 5 
per cent, cotton 62 per cent, 
beet-root 50 per cent, ve- 
getables 1 per cent and fr- 
uits 0.3 per cent. 

A total of 3 per cent in- 
crease has been recorded 
in crops harvests in 1360 as 
compared to 1359, of whi- 
ch 3.6 per cent increase has 
been recorded in wheat ha- 
rvest, 3 per cent in paddy, 
33 per cent in cotton, 28 
per cent in beet-root, 2.4 
per cent in fruits and 4 
per cent in vegetables har- 
vest. 


Speaking on measures ad- 
opted for implementation 
of the spring and autumn 
sowing campaign  progra- 
mmes of 1360, in line with 
the resolutions of the Po- 
litburo of the Central Co- 
mmittee of the People’s De- 
mocratic Party of Afghan- 
istan and the Council of 
Ministers, the President of 
Extension and Agricultural 
Products said that to evalu- 
ate the activities and _ eff- 
ective implementation of 
the sowing campaign, in 
addition to the control and 
evaluation personnel  ex- 
perienced authoritative te- 
ams have been despatched 
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to various provinces. The 
assistance offered during 
the two campaigns of 1360 
(spring sowing campaign 
of 1359-1360 and autumn 
sowing campaign of 1360- 
1361) until late 1360, are 
94,343 tons chemical fer- 
tiliser, 10,000 tons improv- 
ed wheat seed, 800 tons 
improved barley seed, 5,048 
tons improved cotton seed, 
46 tons improved beet- 
rootseed, pesticide and 
insecticides and medicines 
for animals worth Afs. 
51 million. 


Likewise, the Agriculture 
Development Bank has of- 
fered over Afs. 190,000,- 
000 as credits to the indi- 
vidual farmers and _ agri- 
cultural cooperatives, and 
235 sets of Ariana ploughs, 
have been distributed to the 
members of the agricultu- 
ral cooperatives free of ch- 
arge. A large number of 
machinery and agricultural 
tools have been put at the 
disposal of the farmers and 
agricultural cooperatives 
through the mechanised ag- 
ricultural stations and sta- 
te farms under easy terms. 

Speaking on the last ye- 
ar’s autumn sowing cam- 
paign, the President of Ex- 
tension and Agricultural Pr- 
oducts said that in the 
last year’s autumn sowing 
campaign a total of 1,566,- 
400 hectares of land were 
cultivated, of which 1,445, 
400 was under wheat, 85,- 
000 under barley and 36,000 
under other crops. 

















In the current year’s sp- 
ring sowing campaign 
2.258000 hectares of ara- 
ble land (including rain jrri- 
gated lands) will be culti- 
vated with different crops. 
lo achieve the plan target 
distribution of 4,000 tons 
improved wheat seed, 6,650 
tons improved cotton seed, 
70 tons  beet-root seed, 
35,000 tons chemical  fer- 
tiliser, an equivalent of Afs. 
20,000,000 ~=pesticides and 
insecticides and medicines 
for animals and Afs. 300,- 
0V0,000 worth of credit of 
the Agriculture Developm- 
ent Bank under easy 
terms are planned to be 
distributed to the individual 
farmers and the cooperative 
in 1361. 


Similarly, 400 sets of Ar- 
iana ploughs will be distri- 
buted to the members of the 
agricultural cooperatives 
free of charge by the coop- 
eratives development  dep- 
artment in the current year. 


A large number of mach- 
inery and agricultural tools 


will be “ut at the disposal 
of the fa:mers under’ easy 
lerms by the mechanised 
stations and state farms. 


Hasan Paiman added that 
in the light of the lofty 
objectives of the revolution 
particularly of its new pha- 
sc, more” attention was 
paid to the agriculture sec- 
tor by the high party and 
Government authorities. The 
Extension and Agricultu- 
ral Products Department is 
functioning in the frame- 
work of Agriculture and 
Land Reforms Ministry, ta- 
ckling the production § as 
well as extension work and 
training problems. It faces 


major tasks in development 
of modern and mechanis- 
ed agriculture in the coun- 
try and promoting the pro- 
duction in the country. 


In line with the resoluti- 
ons of the Politburo of the 
Central Committee of the 
People’s Democratic Party 
of Afghanistan and the Co 
uncil of Ministers of the De- 
mocratic Republic of Af- 
ghanistan, the Extension 
and Agricultural Products 
Department in collaboration 
with other organs concern- 
ed, has_ planned the spring 
and autumn sowing prog- 
rammes. With the implemen- 
tation of advanced agro- 
technic programmes it ai- 
ms at bringing positive ch- 
anges in agriculture and 
enhancing the skills of the 
peasants for boosting agri- 
cultural products. 


Speaking on the role and 
importance of the agricult- 
ural cooperatives in imple- 
mentation of the democratic 
land reforms and building 
of some experimental inf- 
rastructural establishments 
during the third phase of 
the operational plan in Deh 
Sabz, Bagrami and Char 
Asiab districts of Kabul pro- 
vince, Paiman_ said _ that 
the agricultural services co- 
operatives will be  establi- 
shed for organising the pe- 
asants and creating their 
democratic unity based on 
their mutual interests for 
boosting the agricultural pr- 
oducts, healthy growth of 
the cooperative movement, 
raising the socio-political 
consciousness of the mem- 
bers, promoting the living 
standard of the peasants 
and abolition of the medie- 
val feudal relations. 
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Since the revolutionary 
government is the defender

Because provision of all 
material and technical ass- 
istance is not available for 
the farmers, agricultural co- 
operatives and state farms 
in all regions § simultaneo- 
usly, therefore, it was 
decided that facilities should 
be provided for three dist- 
ricts (Deh Sabz, Char As- 
iab, and Bagrami) for an 
experimental period. 


On the basis of the statis- 
tics obtained from the 
total arable land in the 
abovementioned three dist- 
ricts is about 163,496 je- 
ribs (five jerib is one hec- 
tare of which 140,548 _je- 
ribs consists of unirrigated 




















dry land farming area. A 
total of 138 villages and 
21,884 family of farmers 
are engaged in agriculture 
in the area. The agricultu- 
ral cooperatives department 
envisages opening of fift- 
een other cooperatives (in 
addition to ten cooperativ- 
esc already active there) 
and three cooperative  un- 
ions, 


The President of Extens- 
ions and Agricultural Pro- 
ducts said that according 
to the obligations of various 
organs in the third opera- 
tional plan for the contin- 
uation of the democratic 
land reforms, the extent of 
technical services, financ- 
ial assistance, statistics and 
other information were 
evaluated and determined. 
After assessment  distribu- 
tion of 2,276 tons chemical 
fertiliser was envisaged for 
30 per cent of the aforemen- 
tioned area in the three 
districts. About 984 tons of 
improved wheat seed and 
an equivalent of Afs. 2,611,- 
000 pesticides and _insecti- 
cides and other medicines 
was envisaged for 20 per 
cent of the lands. 


Similarly, Afs. 2,108,000 
was allocated for technical 
agricultural services and 
Afs. 2,811,000 was allocated 
for purchase of agricultural 
machinery and tools for 10 


per cent of the area. Afs. 


7,027,000 was allocated for 
transportation facilities, ag-. 
ricultural tools and marke- 
ting purposes for 50 _ per 

cent of the areas, Afs. 
3,914,000 was allocated for 
25 per cent of the area and 
a total of Afs 52,340,000 was 
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allocated other essen- 
tial works. Afs 52, 
340,000 credits have been 
allocated for 23.6 per cent 
of the whole area of the af- 
oresaid three districts in 
1361. 


The above materials and 
services will be provided by 
the Afghan Chemical Fer- 
tiliser Company, Improved 
Seeds Company, the Agri- 
cultral Mechanised Dep- 
artment and the banking 
services are carried cut by 
the Agriculture Develop- 
ment Bank under the guid- 
ance of the third operati- 
onal group of the land re- 
forms.

PLAN TO CLEAR WESTERN DESERT MINEFIELDS 
Cairo AL-AHRAM in Arabic 5 May 82 p 1l 


[Text] Al-'Alamayn--Jabir al-Mij'awi. The minister of defense last week 

sent to Matruh Governorate all the maps pertaining to the locations of mine- 
fields in the al-‘Alamayn area in order to begin operations for cleaning the 
area of them. Engr Hasaballah al-Kafrawi, minister of redevelopment, said 

that the pertinent ministries have agreed to put the project up for world bid- 
ding. He added that mine experts in England, Italy, Germany and France have 
prepared these maps carefully and by methods which will aid in making a success 
of the mine clearing operation. The operation is to be undertaken by companies 
specializirg in clearing mines by the same methods used in clearing the canal 
zone of the scrap [i.e., ordinance] from the October 1973 war. 


Matruh Governor Maj Gen Yusri al-Shami said that the project includes clearing 
the al-'Alamayn area for a distance of 45 kilometers on the coast, extending 
from the al-'Amid Station to the Sidi 'Abd-al-Rahman Station, and extending to 
a depth of 72 kilometers from the Mediterranean coast to the al-Qattarah 
Depression. [He said] technical reports indicate there are four million mines 
planted in 702 minefields spread out in this area which is 80 kilometers from 
Alexandria. 


The governor added that cleaning this area means benefitting from a million 
feddans of land suitable for agriculture, in addition to eliminating the 
impediments to extending the Bahij Canal across the cleared land to Sidi '‘Abd- 
al-Rahman and then on to al-Dab'ah. This is apart from clearing the area of 
the Qattarah Depression project of the mines buried there for 40 years. 


The clearing operation will open all roads to areas of mineral deposits, 
ground water resources, pasturage, fertile lands and petroleum drilling opera- 


tions which have stopped in the Western Desert due to the minefields whose 
markers are lost. 
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BAGHDAD NOT SECURE FOR NON-ALIGNED SUMMIT --MUSAVI

The Instruction Unit of the Revolutionary Guards teaches all members of the 
Guards different aspects of ideology, politics, military and higher level 
education. A summary of the operations of this unit is presented here: 


1. Holding of periodic seminars aimed at improving the standard and outlook 
for the future especially in regard to college and continuation of education 
for the Guards. 


2. Instruction of combat forces and units bound for the front number over 
30,000. 


3. Instruction of Guards in all areas. 
4. Beginner training for pilots and parachutists. 


5. Specialized courses in weapons identification (heavy armaments), demoli- 
tion and tactics. 


6. Teaching cooperation in instruction with the Islamic Republic's army 
especially in the allocation of training courses for the two organizations. 


7. Cooperation with the Police Department and the Office of Political Ideol- 
ogy in regard to the exchange of information about instruction and allocation 
of training classes. 


8. Contact with the Education Department of Qom and preparations for estab- 
lishing contact with other departments (in the provinces) in regard to utiliz- 
ing teachers, supervision of pamphlet publication and allocation of training 
and teaching courses. 


9. Raising the standard of military training for confrontation with the Iraqi 
Ba'thist enemy. 
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10. Starting courses in nursing and health services, etc. 
ll. Establishing specialized courses in communications. 
12. Courses in gymastics and combat tactics. 


13. Distribution of pamphlets dealing with teaching, the military and 
political ideology. 


14. The pamphlets distributed deal with political analysis, 2 volumes; 
Islamic Ethics, 3 pamphlets; Martyrs and Martyrdom; War and Jehad; Islamic 
Laws; Who Is the Teacher? The Province of the Theologian (Faqih); Recitation; 
Ramadan; Dissension; Unity; Unity and Excess; the Line of the Emam; Purifica- 
tion and Teaching; Justice and Jehad; Confidence; Goals; Crystallization of 
Faith in Good Works; topical commentary. 


15. Setting up and putting into effect programs for audio-visual teaching 
and related aids. 


16. Dispatching students in summer to all parts of the country in order to 
set up education and propaganda courses. 


Planning and Supervision Units 

This unit is entrusted with the task of planning and supervision of all 
matters and activity relating to the Guards. This unit is composed of parts 
of the Unit office, planning, continuation and coordination of programs, 


supervision and evaluation, and financial affairs. 


A. The main activities of the Office of the Planning and Supervision Unit are 
as follows: 


1. Supervision of parts of the unit and area units. 
2. Participation in meetings of the Guards Corps Supreme Council. 
3. Participation in Organizations Commission. 


4. Study of plans and letters received, and forwarding them to the indivi- 
duals concerned. 


5. Final approval of programs and draft regulations. 


6. Preparation of the constitution and its presentation to the different 
seminars of commanders. 


7. Participation in the Majlis (commission on defense matters) in regard 
to the Guards Corps constitution. 


8. Participation in meetings of the Planning Commission to determine the 
budget for the years '60 and '61 [21 March 81 - 20 March 83] of the Revolu- 
tionary Guards of the Islamic Republic. 
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B. Programming Division 
Measures taken in this respect are as follows: 
l. Preparation and analysis of the Guards budget for the year 1360. 


2. Supervision of the security of area 6 and the preparation of plans for the 
security of the area. To summarize, the plan is to organize Guard stations in 
sensitive areas according to a certain program with the purpose of preventing 
traffic in counterrevolution, smuggling, etc, assigned to the Planning, Pro- 
gram and Activities Unit. 


3. Preparation of statistical charts for the second 6 months of the year 
1359 [21 March 1980-20 March 1981], summaries and graphs. 


4. Preparation of personnel allocation programs for 100,000 Guards. 

5. Combat battalions plan. 

6. Plan for computerizing the personnel system, preparation and mobilization. 
7. Plan for naval battalions and its continuation. 


8. Preparation of draft of the details of the duties ofthe central staff 
units, area staff, instruction bases and garrisons. 


9. Preparation of the duty descriptions of the technical and armaments manage- 
ment, motorization, plan for the Guards of the Voice and Vision of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, the Supreme Council of the Corps, Follow Up Council, Corps 
liaison in the Majlis, Engineering services, etc. 


10. Preparation of draft regulations such as regulations for the arming of 
those responsible for the units, regulations for the transfer of personnel, 
prisoners of war regulations, disciplinary regulations, regulations regarding 
the carrying of arms, loan regulations, agreements regulations, regulations 
concerning army seals, regulations for duty expenses, dress regulations, 
readiness regulations, mobilization [corps] salary regulation. 


11. Preparation of the draft for the 1982-1983 budget. 

C. Division for Follow Up and Coordination of Programs 

The major activities of the Division concern the training of new forces for 
the staff and areas; participation in monthly meetings of the units of the 
10 Guard Corps' explanation of Guard organization for different divisions, 
area, regional and base commanders. 

Follow Up Division 

1. Three-hundred and eighty instances of follow up of laws passed by the 


Guard Corps Supreme Council and communication of the laws to the members by 
the Follow Up division. 
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2. Follow up of 90 meetings of political commissions, activities and organiza- 
tions. 





3. Participation in combat activities staff and follow up of related matters. 
4. Help in finding forces for the fronts. 


5. Participation by revolutionary units in the Haj Commission and handling of 
affairs related to passports and office problems of individuals bound for Haj. 


6. Formation of three commissions: political, action and organizational. 


7. Oxganization of meetings of the Supreme Council; participation in the 
meetings and collection of subjects to be presented to the Council by the 
members. 


Seminar Division 


The mission of the Division is to arrange seminars for broad coordination 
throughout Iran; exchange of views; centralization of talks planned for the 
Guards in order to prevent self-centered and withdrawal tendencies. 


Regarding the problem of war which is the revolution's real problem, the 

office has made more extensive preparations in various matters, and by dis- 
patching proved forces to the front and combat zones has tried, as far as pos- 
sible, to carry out the Imam's expressed hope that the history of the revolu- 
tion will not be written by other Kesravis. In this connection, the sensitive 
aspects of the sacrifices, quests for martyrdom, general visual graphs and 
other matters have been collected and compiled by related teams. Among the 
duties of the dispatched teams is to gather primary material for the writing 
of the history of the war replete with epics, individual sacrifices and God- 
granted victories. A war section has been formed in the Political Division 
for coordinating these teams and also for working with the collected sources. 





Also, in some instances, the Division has sent analyses to the public media, 
such as to the PAYAM-E ENQELAB, as well as to morning and evening newspapers 
to be published for the benefit of the people. 


Also, in the past year, the Political Office has published four books: 
"Imperialism's Reserves" (Bani Sadr and seditious elements); "The Movement of 
Militant Muslims"; "War and Aggression" (Imperialism's United Front Against 
the Islamic Revolution); "Khalq Hypocrites Face to Face With the People." 
Also published was volume one of a series of pamphlets entitled, "The Press 
and Islamic Revolution." During the past year, from 22 December 1981- 

22 December 1981, the Seminar Division set up 98 seminars of the central 
corps throughout the country. 


Out of these, 45 seminars were held all over the country and 53 were held 
regionally. 


Seventy-eight reports were prepared based on the seminars and are kept on 
file; other reports were prepared in the regions and are kept there. 
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D. Supervisory and Evaluation Division 


From 21 March 1981 to 31 December 1982 problems related to all the Guards Corps 
areas and certain units of the Guards Corps have been attended to and reported. 
These reports have been prepared by the Assessment Forces of the Planning Unit 
of the area; a copy is kept in the area, and the other in the office of the 
Planning and Supervision Unit (central). Nearly all reports go through the 
following stages: 


Report 

Study by the Supervision and Evaluation Division 
Presentation to the Unit's supervisor 

Placing report before the concerned unit and its follow-up 
Presentation to the Guard Command 


E. Division of Financial Affairs 


The Division of Financial Affairs has tried not only to maintain control over 
financial affairs but also to expedite matters; it has tried to prevent the 
creation of bureaucracy by trusting in the honesty of brother Guards to avoid 
unnecessary paperwork. The measures taken by the Division of Financial Affairs 
are as follows: 


l. Organization of the financial affairs of areas after determining their 
centers. At present, the 10 Guard areas have separate financial divisions. 


2. Creation of Central Supplies Accounting, which could be used to control 
more effectively Corps expenditures. 


3. Control of Corps credits which have an important influence on budget 
preparation. 


4, Inspection trips to areas and auditing as needed. 


5. Collection of various Corps revenues including control of expenditures 
and sale of Guard Corps publications. 


6. Preparation of training pamphlets in cooperation with the training unit 
including accounting lessons and the setting up of a system which would 
answer the needs of the Guards Corps. 


Political Division 


We will now focus attention on some of the activities of the Political Division 
of the central staff of the Guard forces during the past year. 


A. The Division's program has concerned continuation, supervision and analysis 
of the problems created by factions; relations of foreign countries with Iran; 
the situation of various areas and economic conditions. Adding up the activi- 
ties completed, reports on a portion are presented by the supervisor of the 
Division to the responsible authorities and are utilized in decision making 

on the command level; and a portion is issued in internal bulletins to be 
disseminated widely to the Guards. Important news, analyses regarding the 
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important events of the day, explanation of deviationary events are all set 
forth for the information and education of brother Guards in political matters 
and social complexities. 


B. In dealing with events not compatible with the Imam's line such as juris- 
diction over liberal elements and nonsubversive activity, the Political Divi- 
sion has tried to present the truth and prevent confusion in the minds of 
brother Guards regarding the Imam's line. Confrontation with Bani-Sadr and 
the revelation of his connection with seditious elements was one subject that, 
long before Bani-Sadr's stand became public, appeared in the bulletins of the 
Political Division. 


C. The objectives of the Political Division in providing political guidance 
to brother Guards fit into the framework of the Imam's line. With this in 
view, major excerpts from the Imam's messages and statements that possessed 
strategic or technical connections with daily events have been presented, 
sometimes with explanations and analyses; among them are the pamphlet, "Provi- 
sions for a Guard's Journey."" These are, of course, but small steps compared 
to the immensity of the problem.

Rafsanjani also warned the 
Zionist regime and the U.S. not 
to try in vain, through preten— 
sions, to dissuade the Islamic 
republic from continuing the 
imposed war. He stressed that 
iran had, indeed, the strength 
to fight both in the Iraqi impo- 
sed warfronts and in the battle- 
fields of Palestine, against the 
Zionist wusurpers. Rafsanjani 
emphasized that the danger of 
Saddam was not iess than that 
of the Qods occupying regime. 
and said that both of them sh- 
ould be done away with. “Sad- 
dam is an Israel in the Persian 
Gulf, and israel is a Saddam in 
the Middle East, and they 
should be done away with so 
that the Moslem nations and

At the Friday prayers of 
Tehran the worshippers shout- 
ed slogans in condemnation of 
the recent Zionist air raid on 
Lebanon as well as the U.S. de- 
signs in Iran, including the rec- 
ently foiled coup attempt, and 
asked for a speedy trial of the 
coup agents. 

Referring to the abortive 
coup plot, the Majlis speaker

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PAPER LAUDS AFGHAN RESISTANCE AGAINST SOVIETS

THE EASTERN SUPERPOWER, The Soviet Union 
whose 85,000 armed troops invaded Afghanistan 
over two years ago under the excuse of providing 
friendly help to their neighbor, have either annihi— 
lated or bolted out at least one—fourth of the Mos- 
lem population there. 

The foreign aggressors have so far killed around 
one million innocent civilians including women and 
children in the Afghan villages. An estimated 3 mil- 
lion more have became homeless, mainly seeking 
refuge in neighboring Iran and Pakistan. 

Reports indicate the Reds now seem set to 
transform the ruling system in Afghanistan, which 
they now control, on Soviet models to prepare the 
way for annexation of this Moslem country as one 
part of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

That’s just one sample of how communists are 
as the U.S.S.R. puts it, assisting a friend in need 
troubled by a handful of ‘terrorists.’ 

The search—and—destroy operation by the 
usurper Soviets and their puppet Afghan. troops 
last February was a major setback for the resistan— 
ce movement. The Mujahideen lost about 1,000 
men, including some 200 experienced in guerilla 
warfare. 

Earlier, in January the intensified, merciless, 
bombing of Kandahar left hundreds of innocent 
men, women and children dead. The bombing had 
followed increased activity by the Mujahideen in 
the old city of Kandahar and the surrounding areas 

According to an estimate, around one million 
men, women and children have died mainly as a 
result of the bombings of villages since the Russ— 
ians forcibly occupied Afghanistan .over two years 


ago. 


The insane Soviet drive has also made nearly 
two and a‘half million citizens homeless, who have 
sought refuge in neighboring Pakistan and Iran. 

‘- The Russians moved into Afghanistan in Dec- 
ember 1979 with 85,000 troops to add Moslem 
feather to their Red cap by playing their political 
pawn Babrak Karmal in a “friendly” game of hor- 
rifying Soviet terror on international scene. 

Despite massive efforts to consolidate their 
position, Soviet control does not extend beyond 
Kabul, a handful of other garrison towns, and a 
few major highways. Even in these areas control 
passes to the hands of the Mujahideen at nightfall. 

From 
the Russian point of view they destroyed the bases 
of Mujahideen, eliminated most of their supporters 
and provided a respite for their forces and token 
day—time control over the major highways and 
the provincial capital.

The Afghan Army, which 
had 80,000 men at the time of the invasion, has 
now dwindled to about 20,000 because of heavy 
casualties, desertions and defections. 

Recruitment is now by forcible conscription, 
with able—bodied men being rounded up and pos— 
ted to areas far away trom their home towns. This 
has had the effect of polarizing the conflict as one 
between the Soviet Union and the Afghan Moslems

POLITICAL PRISONERS STILL BEING TERRORIZED AT EVIN

in Tehran: "In the Ayatollah's prisons death comes with night time"] 


[Text] Prisoners at Evin count the number of companions killed by the number 
of gunshot volleys. 


According to Amnesty International, 3,000 or 4,000 persons have been shot up to 
now. This is not true. Khomeyni has no intention of slackening his repressive 
authority precisely now that the opposition is resorting even to the weapon of 
terrorism to overcome the government. 


Tehran--Blindfolded prisoners were walking in single file, their hands on the 
shoulders of comrades in front of them. They were accompanied on their walk 
by a guard. One of the prisoners, 19-year~old F., bumped his head against 
something hard. The guards took off his blindfold. F. had bumped against the 
feet of a hanged man. Every moment of life at Evin prison in Tehran, which 
since President Bani Sadr's expulsion has become a real extermination camp for 
the entire Iranian opposition, from moderate nationalists of the National Front 
to the Fedayin Marxists of the people, is impregnated with death. 


F., whose family has connections with President Khomeyni, left the prison 3 weeks 
ago, but does not have the courage to tell what he experienced there. However, 
his feet give proof of the methods used by the Khomeyni guards. Before freeing 
him, the Evin jailers, their faces covered with a Balaclava helmet, tortured him 
pitilessly. First, they hanged him from the ceiling by his hands. Then they 
concentrated unmercifully on his right foot, which they burned with cigarettes 
and a red hot iron. 


Hooded Jailers 


Bahramali Atai also left Evin, after 3 months of imprisonment. Atai tells of 
what happens inside Evin, headquarters of Lajavardi, the public prosecutor of 
Tehran, the man most hated in the Khomeyni regime. Many prisoners are beaten 
during their interrogation, but Atai witnessed at least two other methods. "One 
consists of hanging the prisoner, with his hands fastened to a hook, for hours 
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and hours...The other is to hang weights on prisoners’ hands, crossed behind 
their backs. Blows are dealt to their feet, thighs, and kidneys. Then their 
wounds turn into infected sores." 


In their appeals, Amnesty International and the International Jurists' 
Commission speak of 3,000 or 4,000 executions, because they base their calcu- 
lations on the official statistics of the Iranian authorities. 


The convicts are made to leave their common cells after 2200 hours. Atai says: 
"We silently counted the death shots, up to 70 some nights. But in the govern- 
ment newspapers that circulated in prison, we found no mention of this. These 
are the real figures, but for some time they have been even more moving. There 
are some days of true homicidal madness. This past 10 February, on the eve of 
the third anniversary of the Khomeyni Revolution, Public Prosecutor Lajavardi 
inspected some other prisons in the capital, to re-examine several pending 
cases. Balance sheet at the end of the day: 150 death sentences." 


There is presently complete agreement on at least one thing by the "leader of 
the nation," Khomeyni, and his people. After the capture of the American hos- 
tages, Khomeyni referred very skeptically to the role of the United Nations: 
"An international organization should bring all dictators to trial...it should 
hasten to the oppressed and implacably attack the oppressor." The Iranians who 
remember the interventions of Waldheim and of the Security Council to obtain the 
freedom of the Americans, amid the almost indifference of the United Nations 
and of their human rights commission, today see bitter proof that the mighty 

of the earth are with Khomeyni. A few weeks ago two Western journalists were 
received by Lajavardi at Evin, renamed Mohammed Re-education Center for the 
occasion, for an accompanied visit, which obviously was only a farce. Their 
report of the occasion was so insipid that even the Iranian journalists 
referred to it partially to confirm one of Khomeyni's theses: "Islamic justice 
is based on simplicity and facility." In fact, the prisoners who were shown 

to the journalists, all less than 20 years old, seemed very happy and the 
atmosphere surrounding the prisoners and their jailers "reminded one oddly of 

a boys school dormitory." Atai, a labor activist, learned in prison of the 
visit of this kind of delegation, "but not in the room where we were, because 
we were crowded against each other and we risked making an impression on the 
visitors." 


Koran-type Punishment 


By now horror has pervaded every aspect of the justice of Khomeyni and his 
executioners, who deride the "humanitarian scruples, more childish than rea- 
sonable," of critics of the Islamic Republic. Koran law provides for the rigor- 
ous application of the principle of an eye for an eye and Khomeyni means to 

have this applied literally. In the new penal code presently under discussion, 
nothing will be left to chance, in particular to avoid any possibility of con- 
fusion regarding penalties, "which are to be carried out in such a way that one 
punishment will not be able to obstruct the application of the following one:" 
for example, first the flogging and then the stoning to death. This principle 
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is obvicusly already being implemented in the pilot Evin prison, where, when 
something else is not provided for, liters of blood are taken from a condemned 
person--blood that is more than ever necessary for those wounded in the war 
against Iraq. The almost bloodless body is then tied to a chair for execution. 


It is difficult to forget, however, that the mujahedin of the people, who now, 
together with their sympathizers, constitute the big majority of the victims 

of the Khomeyni dictatorship, at the beginning of the revolution had applauded 
Khomeyni's firmness when, to tell the truth, it was applied above all against 
the agents of imperial repression. "To forego killing them," they said at that 
time, "would mean making it possible for the counterrevolution to gain ground." 
According to them, the idea of "human rights" moreover was utilized by imperial- 
ist countries to "strengthen dictatorships, by giving the people the feeling of 
being less oppressed."' They will iater pay in the worst way for their condes- 
cension to violence. According to the official press, this past 24 November 
some of them had even been forced to personally carry out the "ceremony" of the 
execution of 36 sympathizers and members of their organization. 


Tehran observers think that the government may soon try to improve its outside 
image by proceeding, among other things, to a beauty treatment of its peni- 
tentiary, perhaps even searching for sone scapegoat to whom to attribute the 
"irregularities" of these recent 9 months. It appears that thought has already 
been given to discharging the public prosecutor of the Mussavi Tabrizi Revolu- 
tion, himself, and of course Lajavardi. In any case, some members of the 
latter's family have already gone to Europe for extended vacations. However, 
no one believes that Khomeyni will repeat "the error" made by the Shah of 
relaxing his repressive system, precisely when the attacks of the opposition 
were endangering the government. 


Before sending for the Red Cross to come to visit Evin, after 10 months of 
refusals, it is nevertheless probable that the decentralization of the interro- 
gation operations and torture currently in progress will be completed. For 
example, M. M., a 24-year-old mujahedin, who was transferred from the "pasdar" 
to a downtown hospital in the capital this past 22 March, had already been in 
one of these new centers, located on the riding ground near the Farahabad 
barracks in Tehran. His face was swollen, with large wounds; his kidneys no 
longer functioned; his stomach was hemorrhaging internally; his legs were 
enormously swollen; and his toe nails had been pulled out. His executioners, 
who came on guard duty in the hospital with guns pointed toward the door of 
the room, said that he was to survive because they still needed him. But M. M. 
probably died, as the hospital doctors expected and as he, himself, desired, 
after managing to murmur the names of some comrades to be warned. 


Those who do not swallow a cyanide pill in time, or who simply do not picture 
being arrested, later talk, hoping to save themselves. This unleashes a series 
of preposterous executions. One day, towards the end of last year, a young 
girl employee of the municipality complained to the Islamic committee of her 
office of the oppressive employment and human measures to which she had been 
subjected as a woman. One week later she was dismissed and then arrested 
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because she was suspected of being a “corrupt person on earth.“ After being 
raped for some days by her Islamic jailers, and probably under the influence 

of drugs, she mentioned a girl friend, Farshad M. They went to the school 

where the latter was teaching to arrest her and, after ascertaining her "liberal" 
ideas from a search of books in her house, imprisoned her. After a month of 
imprisonment, she was told that she could write a final letter to her parents-- 
an irregular humanitarian concession on the part of some Islamic judges. "It 

is now night time and this is the last time that I will speak to you. I beg 

you to be happy without me and not to mourn for me. 


Remember Me Without Mourning 


I am not sad. I feel that I am with you...I have had a pleasant stay here in 
Evin prison; we sustained each other, and I thought of you..even thoughI have 
lived only 28 years, I believe I used those years well, doing what I wanted to. 
I have not wasted them...But I do not know whether or not I am happy not to 
have married and not to have had children; but from a certain point of view I 
am now content...I want you to remember me when you walk in the wonderful for- 
ests near the Caspian Sea...without crying and without becoming sad...I close 
my eyes."

He added: "For the education of our tribal brothers and sisters, 42 educa- 
tors have been sent to the tribal areas after having completed a 2-month 
training course. With the aid of audio-visual equipment until the students 
become literate, they are teaching the Koran, Islamic law and various reli- 
gious, social and health subjects to the tribespeople. Likewise, with the 
efforts of 30 teachers in the tribal areas, classes are being organized for 
the education of the children of the tribespeople." 


The chief of the tribal center continued: "Two health and medical groups 
have been employed to service the health and medical needs of the tribes. 
Patients in need of hospitalization are referred by them to the regional 
medical organization." He added: "In the current year, these groups have 
been very effective in the struggle against tuberculosis and leprosy in the 
tribal areas. With an expenditure of 15 million rials, 500,000 head of ani- 
mals belonging to the migrating herdsmen have been vaccinated against various 
diseases."" The chief of the tribal center said: "Other activities of the 
Bakhtaran Tribal Center during the current year include the building of 30 
kilometers of road in the [Biunich) Gahvareh for the distribution of animal 
products to cities and rural districts and the establishment of four animal 
plant and verterinary complexes, seven tribal cooperative societies with 5,000 
tribal members and 40 million rials of capital and 100 million rials of 
government aid, the establishment of five consumer cooperative stores, the 
provision without cost, fifteen trucks for the transport of the migrating 
herdsmen's sheep to the winter pastures of Khuzistan, the distribution of 
7,000 tons of barley, and the provision of 70 million rials for loans for the 
building of animals shelters." 


With respect to the programs of this center for self-sufficiency and animal 
husbandry, the director of the Bakhtaran Tribal Center said: 
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In the 2 regions of Govaver and Tape Kutik, 900 hectares of land have been 
allocated for the cultivation of fodder, 400 hectares of which have already 
been planted. Agricultural machinery of the region has also been provided 

to the tribes for the growing of fodder. In this regard, in order to provide 
purified water for consumption by the animals, 70 wells have been dug. Like- 
wise, 240 sheep have been distributed to the herdsmen in the poor areas of 
Palas Babajani. Long range plans have been developed to improve the tradi- 
tional techniques of animal husbandry in the area. With the help of God, 

as in the past the Province of Bakhtaran will be able to provide a large 
proportion of the meat for the country." 


The chief of the Bakhtaran Tribal Center, in thanking the governor's office 
for its cooperation, added: 


A credit of 70 million rials has been allocated to the center from the budget 
of the governor's office. During the current year, 7 silo type warehouses 
are being constructed for purchasing and storing the products of the migrat- 
ing herdsman tribes. Unclaimed customs commodities valuing 20 million rials 
have been distributed tothetribes at very low cost." 


In conclusion he said that in order to provide employment for the tribes- 

people during their free time, 6 carpet weaving workshops have been established 
which can teach 200 trainees the art of carpet weaving. Also, 100 trainees 
from the tribes have been taught sewing.

MINISTER BREAKS DOWN EDUCATIONAL POLICY, COSTS 
Beirut AL-IQTISAD WAL-A'MAL in Arabic No 35, Feb 82 pp 36-38 


/Article: "The Kuwaiti Minister of Education, Dr Ya'qub al-Ghunaym: The Cost per 
Student Is an Indication of the Success of the Educational System''/ 


/Text/ Kuwait is considered one of the countries that speads the most on education 
in the world, on grounds that education is the basis of comprehensive national 
development. Since the start of the century, the sheiks of Kuwait have been con- 
cerned with education, have established schools, and have requested educational 
missions from abroad. When Kuwait started to export oil toward the end of the 
forties, the first task was to establish a modern educational system. 


The Ministry of Education's budget is considered one of the largest. Over a 
period of just 5 years, the pre-university education budget increased from 45.1 
million dinars in 1972-73 to 106 million in 1976-77 (a dinar is $3.50). One 
should note that the population of Kuwait doubled during the seventies, from 
738,000 in 1970 to about 1.4 million in 1980, 


Kuwait will spend on education in general a total of about 200 million dinars, 
including university education and scientific research. Kuwait's average expendi- 
tures on students in 1977-78 came to about 433 dinars, which is to be considered 
one of the highest of expenditures on pre-university education in the world. Here 
is a conversation with the Kuwaiti minister of education, Dr Ya'qub al-Ghunaym, on 
the c>sts of education in Kuwait and their significance: 


Question: How do you evaluate the costs of education per student, and what are 
their role in the planning process? 


Answer: The costs per student reflect the yield the country is hoping to get from 
education, Educational spending has come to represent a total measure of the 
government's efforts in the field of education, and the criterion has become not 
the amount that is spent on education but the number of people benefitting from 

it and the quality of the education they receive. 


An analysis of per-student costs and the elements that make them up will in itself 
permit an evaluation of the effectiveness of the educational system, and the suc- 
cess of the method in which the various factors of production are unified, an 
analysis of the possibilities for savings, end an assessment cf the financial 

good and bad points of modern educational methods. 
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Therefore per-student costs have become a tool for sound planning, making it possible 
for us simultaneously to judge the productivity of the existing system and forecast 
spending in the future, while taking account of possible improvements and alterna- 
tives. They also provide us with indices on the effectiveness of resource distri- 
bution. 


Education Costs 


Question: Is it possible to talk about the costs of education at its various 
stages? 


Answer: All countries have been concerned with the pre-school child, allocating 
the greater part of their budgets to cope with the pressing neecdi for the spread of 
this sort of eljucation, as a result of the increase in women's work and participa- 
tion with men in all activities, along with the progress of children in kinder- 
gartens during the primary stage that educationalists have observed. 


Total spending on kindergartens in the academic year 1977-78 came to 8 million 
dinars, 7 million dinars of which were wazes and salaries for the faculty and the 
system supporting it. While we find that wages and salaries in public education 
schools accounted for 83.8 percent of total expenses, we find that they were 87.6 
percent in kindergartens, as a result of the kindergartens’ need for more labor, 
such as female educators, supervisors and other supplementary positions. 


Stationery and writing instruments are given out to students to accustom them to 
drawing and arts, and light meals and clothes are also given out to the students. 
Each kindergarten has also been supplied with equipment for games, recreation and 
music, 


The per-child cost in the academic year 1977-1978 came to 532 dinars and the 
average cost per class was 12,701 dinars. 


Primary school: this is the basic stage in creating and preparing the men of 
tomorrow. Today's child is the man of the future, and the mission of the primary 
school is to take the child from the home and inculcate gracious habits and good 
morals in his spirit, prepare and train him in orderly habits, and implant the 
principles of the true Islamic religion. 


Total spending on the primary stage in the academic year 1977-78 came to 41 
million Kuwaiti dinars, 34 million Kuwaiti dinars of which were for wages and 
salaries, or 82.8 percent. The number of male and female students was 113,509, 
enrolled in 3,687 classes, and the average cost per student was 366 dinars. The 
cost per class was 11,261 dinars. 


This personifies the degree of the Ministry of Education's concern with the y 
primary stage. The ministry is also seeking to supply this stage with educational 

instructors and people with high skills and high levels of competence, while hold- 

ing conferences and symposia inside and outside of Kuwait with the objective of - 
setting out problems then creating educational solutions, following up on the 

execution of these recommendations, in order to bring that serious stage to the 

highest degrees of progress and advancement. 
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The intermediate stage: this is the stage of sound preparation and guidance and 
the refinement of talents and abilities. The Ministry of Education considers it 

to be a stage which is complementary to and supplementary to the primary stage, 

and it has abrogated the intermediate stage in order to compel students to continue 
the course of education, thus making the secondary stage compulsory so that the 
schools will not become a factory for turning out employees. It was compulsory 

for the student in the intermediate stage to continue to be serious and struggle 

to improve his scholarly and educational level until he emerged into society 
mature in the scholarly and educational senses and equipped with the instructions 
of our true religion, 


The ministry is striving to supply this stage with the most competent personnel in 
the form of educationalists and is holding training courses for them at the hands 
of experts in education and sciences so that the instructors will be informed of 
the most up to date methods of modern education, 


Total spending on the intermediate stage came to 19.8 million dinars, while in 
1976 and 1977 it was 16.1 million, 9 million of which were for faculty wages and 
Salaries. The students numbered 43,410 and the average expenses per student were 
458 dinars. 


The total expenditures on the intermediate stage for girls were 15.4 million dinars 
while in 1976 and 1977 they were 14.6 million dinars, 5 million of which were wages 
and salaries for the faculty. The students were 19,030 in number and the average 
expenses per student were 438 dinars. 


Secondary: The goal of the primary and intermediary stages is to lay the ground- 
work for building the personality and inculcating the principles of moral, re- 
ligious and social development, while the secondary school must uplift, support 
and refine this structure and define its features. The secondary school deals 
with the student in the most serious stage of his life, and it has been obligatory 
for the secondary school to act to guide the student's conduct, discover his 
abilities and develop his abilities to the greatest possible extent, while pro- 
viding scholarly, academic, social and psychological guidance for these abilities 
so that this student will be considered strong and well-prepared so that he can 
continue his university and academic education. 


Total spending in the secondary schools for boys came to 11.5 million dinars, 6 
million of which were for faculty wages and salaries; the average cost per student 
was 560 dinars. 


Total spending in the secondary stage for girls came to 10.7 million dinars, of 
which approximately 5 million were wages and salaries for the faculty, and the 
average cost per student was 565 dinars, 


The ministry is working to upgrade this stage and develop curricula and has carried 
out experiments on the most up to date educational systems in use in the most 
developed countries, making these conform to Kuwait's resurgent traditions and the 
principles of our Islamic religion. 
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Schools on the Curriculum System 


Question: Schools were recently established which work on the curriculum system. 
What was the purpose in establishing them? What is the curriculum sytem? 


Answer: The advanced countries adopted the curriculum system some time ago. 
Experience has proved its effectiveness and feasibility in remedying the most im- 
portant aspects of shortcomings in the traditional system now being followed (the 
system of school classrooms). 


The ministry decided to adopt this system after its success in the Faculty of Con- 
merce and the other faculties of Kuwait University. It was applied in the techni- 
cal and professional institutes following the secondary stage. 


The first new school for this purpose, the Sabah al-Salim Secondary School for 
Boys, was established in 1977-78, to be the nucleus of the experiment. The number 
of schools on the curriculum system up to now totals six, three for boys and three 
for girls. 


The school, with its new system of instruction, its advanced diversified curricula 
and the vocational educational system, is able to impart basic notions to education. 
Qualified faculty and various fields of activity will have the greatest effect in 
developing the personality in a comprehensive, integrated manner from all spiritual, 
moral, intellectual and physical aspects, 


The goal in following this system is the notions and characteristics that dis- 
tinguish it, which embody the changing, developing spirit of the age. It is a 
flexible system which takes the demands cf individual differences into considera- 
tion, giving greater freedom of choice such as the freedom to choose to branch out 
in a manner in keeping with inclinations and abilities, the freedom to choose cur- 
ricula, freedom to change branches, and so forth. It also develops self-education 
and ongoing education skills, implants a broad cultural base, and adopts a flexible 
system for evaluating various methods. It is also distinguished by the need to 
accompany it with a system of academic guidance which will help the student choose 
curricula, draw up a study plan, and solve the problems that stand in the way of the 
academic process. 


Question: What is the government's policy on higher technical institutes? Is 
there any intention to expand the scope of vocational education? 


Answer: The ministry has the goal of providing educational opportunities for all 
citizens, while Linking its curricula and educational programs to development plans 
in all economic and social areas in a manner that is in keeping with the needs of 
Kuwaiti society and is abreast of the requirements of modern technology with its 
requirements for the development of students in various areas of competence and 
skills. Since there is a direct relationship between technical and vocational 
education and the economic and social aspects of the development processes, the 
Ministry of Education is directing its attention to this sort of education by ex- 
panding the establishment of higher institutes to absorb general secondary gra- 
duates. 
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In 1977-78 the number of male and female students totalled 2,663, 4.5 million dinars 
were spent on them, and the average cost per student was 1,711 dinars. 


The technical education agencies of the ministry are seeking to draw up purposeful 
plans in order to continue with this type of education and follow up on the execu- 
tion of projects that will move the wheels of progress forward so that the ministry 
will be able to realize its policy as thoroughly as possible. 


Religious Education 
Question: How has religious education evolved with time? 


Answer: The Religious Institute was opened in the academic year 1947-48 and 
operated in accordance with the system of religious institutes in al-Azhar. A 
mission from al-Azhar taught in it and some Kuwaiti instructors subsequently joined 
that. Studies in the institute continued until the classes were completed and 
there then were three stages in the Religious Institute--the primary, intermediary 
and secondary stages. 


The Religious Institute's secondary certificate was made equivalent to the general 
secondary education certificate. When the institute was opened, Islamic law, the 
Arabic language, the English language and some basic courses in arithmetic and 
social studies were taught there. The situation then developed where, alongside 
Islamic law, general educational curricula in the form of mathematics, social 
sciences and sciences were taught, but in a manner that involved rather light 
treatment, so that the students would be able to bear the burden of these courses. 
The institute also accepts students from Islamic countries that have come to study 
through study grants which Kuwait offers them. In their case, the studies are 
focussed on Arabic language and Islamic educational materials at the intermediate 
level, with the goal of enabling the student to use the Arabic language and provide 
him with Islamic culture so that he will be able to continue studies in the second- 
ary stage in the Religious Institute or general education. 


Question: Kuwait has a unique experience in the field of special institutes. How 
is this? 


Answer: Since the government's goal has been to make education the first basis of 
the nation's resurgence and advancement, in order to give the people of the country 
equal opportunities in education, its attention has not been confined to its best- 
qualified people--rather, others besides them have been given an equal opportunity 
for education and preparation for life--and it has not made a lack of excellence 

in feeling, physique or understanding a reason for deprivation of this human 

right. It has provided everyone with ways for benefiting from educational services 
which will help every individual grow naturally and adapt socially to the maximum 
extent that his resources will qualify him to. 


The number of students in 1977-78 in the special educational institutes for boys 
was 1,675, and 3,096,800 dinars were spent on them; 889,654 of this was for 
teachers, The average cost came to 1,550 dinars per student. The number of girl 
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students in the special educational institutes for girls was 646, 3,597,443 dinars 
were spent on them and 914,954 dinars on instructors, and the average cost per 
student came to 1,416 dinars. 


The ministry is sparing no effort in supplying these institutes with the modern 
technical educational equipment they need, such as telecommunications listening 
apparatuses, equipment for measuring hearing for the deaf, and educational systems 
for the blind. 


These institutes have been supplied with a workshop for industrial courses and a 
medical treatment section, and specialists, technicians and doctors have been pro- 
vided to move the wheel of progress forward and perform the lofty mission of the 
ministry.

CLANDESTINE ON FRENCH MINISTER'S STATEMENT

[Text] Following French Interior Minister Gaston Defferre's announcement in 
front of the monument to our 1.5 million martyrs of April in Marseille, French- 
Turkish state and diplomatic relations are gradually deteriorating. Yesterday, 
26 April 1982, the Turkish Foreign Ministry issued a communique protesting 
interior minister Defferre's statement as creating an encouraging atmosphere 
for Armenian terrorism. 


On 24 April Gaston Defferre announced in front of the monument to our martyrs 
in Marseille that France will follow up the Armenian cause. However, at the 
same time he called on the French Armenians not to employ harsh methods in 
expressing the demands of the Armenian people. 


In October French Defense Minister Charles Hernu said: An FRG prime minister 
kneeled before the crimes of the Nazis. Will the Turks perform a similar 
[word indistinct ]? 


The Turkish Foreign Ministry communique added that it has kept President Evren 
informed about the French announcement regarding the alleged genocide and 
Armenians. The communique noted that during its recent session the Turkish 
cabinet had discussed the issue. The communique also said that so-called 
Armenian terrorists had killed six Turkish diplomats in France and launched 
numerous attacks on Turkish embassies. 


The Turkish communique noted that despite frequent warnings by the Turkish 
Government, the French Government continues with its policy in favor of Ar- 
menians. It added that Gaston Defferre's recent announcements are the latest 
proof of this policy. 


It should also be mentioned that on 25 April Adnan Bulak, the Turkish ambassa- 
dor to France, warned France that observance of Armenian genocide day in France 
would strain French-Turkish relations. 


The 67th anniversary of the Armenian massacre was marked on a very high level 
in Paris. More than 7,000 Armenians attended a rally. They carried 1,000 
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flags displaying the armorial ensigns of the Armenian secret army for liberation 
of Armenia [ASALA]. The rally was organized by the Armenian National Assembly 
around ASALA organization [as heard]. The demonstrators rallied in front of 

the Turkish Embassy and condemned the massacre of the Armenians. 


Moreover, Ara Koranian, one of the leaders of the Armenian National Assembly 
around ASALA organization in France, delivered a 25-minute speech on 23 and 24 
April on channel 2 of the French television. Koranian expounded on the 
Armenian massacre, Turkish fascism, the Armenian cause and ASALA. He also 
clarified the army's political aims and spoke of the new liberation struggle 
of the Armenian people. 


Although it is true that Gaston Defferre's statement will result in a deter- 
ioration of French-Turkish relations, Defferre's announcement included nothing 
in favor of the Armenian people and their just cause. Gaston Defferre's state- 
ment is unacceptable. Defferre openly stressed that the Armenian people must 
end the armed struggle. He even advised us to abandon the struggle so that the 
Armenian people would return to the same passive state that they were in be- 
fore 1975. 


Let us also not forget Defferre's deceptive promises. It is already known to 
all of us that during the van operation he had promised the Yeghia Keshishian 
suicidal commandos the status of political refugees if they withdrew from the 
embassy. However, the four heroes are still imprisoned in French jails. 


It is also clear that Defferre contradicted himself regarding the successes of 
the Armenian people's armed struggle. If the Armenian people had not used 
so-called harsh means, Defferre could not have made such announcements and 
French-Turkish relations need not have deteriorated. Defferre and all his 

kin must know that it is because of so-called harsh action that the Armenian 
cause today is progressing and the Turkish Government is facing difficult 
times.

[Text] Despite all the restrictions imposed by the Camp David agreement and 
the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty on Egypt's sovereignty over Sinai after the 
final withdrawal from the third and final part of the barren desert, the in- 
pression one gets is that Israel was compelled to withdraw, against its will 
and against its ideology of general sovereignty over the region extending from 
the Euphrates to the Nile. 


It was for this reason that Israeli Defense Minister Sharon spoke very frankly, 
and very, very bitterly, about this Israeli ideology when he said: "Our with- 
drawal from Sinai was an unparalleled concession and severe sacrifice which 
will never be repeated. Israel will not again withdraw from one single inch 
of territory under its occupation. This territory is an integral part of 
Israel and its national sovereignty." 


This quite simply means that the aim of Israel--which is still occupying by 
force the West Bank the Gaza Strip and the Golan Heights--is territorial 
expansion at the expense of others, by means of war. It means that it wants 
to keep every inch of Arab territory under its occupation. 


It further means that peace through the Camp David accords, or the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty, is only a political game played by Israel to wrest Arab 
recognition of its sovereignty over every inch of territory it occupied in 
1967 and every inch of territory it might occupy in any future war with the 
Arabs. 


This is why we say that the collective Arab rejection of the Camp David agree- 
ments and the Egyptian-Israeli Treaty was 100-percent correct, because it 
reflected a deep understanding of Israel's insatiable greed and its determin- 
ation to expand in the Arab territories beyond any limits. 


Peace to Israel means one thing: Arab capitulation to it and humilating 
surrender of any part of their national and Pan-Arab rights that Israel may 
demand. 
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Regrettably, we say that Israel has applied its concept of peace to the with- 
drawal from Sinai, because in return for this withdrawal it secured a guarantee 
of everything it ever wanted in Egypt's Sinai Desert, including Egyptian de- 
militarization, and also deployment of multinational forces whose real task is 
to stand between Egypt and its national right to do whatever it likes in Sinai 
as dictated by its national sovereignty. The declared task of these forces is 
to prevent any surprise attack by either side, but that is not the real purpose. 


Israel, even after the withdrawal, is in a better position than Egypt, as far 

as Sinai is concerned, because the Israeli military positions within the southern 
borders of Palestine are nearer to the heartland of Sinai than the positions 

of the Egyptian forces in Sinai. Israeli Defense Minister Sharon confirmed 

this when he said that "if Israel feels that there has been an Egyptian viola- 
tion of the agreed situation in Sinai, the Israeli forces will return to all 

of Sinai in a matter of hours." 


Sharon betrayed Israel's real intentions when he emphasized that after Sinai 
Israel will not withdraw from one inch of territory under its occupation. This 
surely means that the West Bank, the Gaza Strip and the Golan Heights remain 
under Israeli sovereignty forever, that any negotiation about Israeli withdrawal 
from these territories is out of the question, and that others, Arabs and non- 
Arabs, should not even contemplate such a thing. 


Israel is giving us every possible reason to believe that a just and comprehen- 
sive peace in the Middle East is not a part of its thinking, policy or plans, 
and that the only thing acceptable to it is for the Arabs whose territory has 
been occupied and whose rights have been usurped to accept Israel's own concept 
of peace.

[Excerpts] Betweer the United States and Israel there is a military agreement 
dating back to 1952 which in clear terms defines the framework within which 
Israel uses U.S. weapons. The framework is based on article 5l of the UN 
Charter (the right of legitimate self-defense) and article 54 of the same 
charter that defines the right of self-defense in che event of being the 
target of an armed attack threatening the independence or national sovereignty 
on any part of the territories under such national sovereignty (not including 
the territories of others that are under military occupation). 


But the Israeli concept of the meaning of legitimate self-defense and its 
interpretation of such a definition differs from the internationally recogniz- 
ed interpretation and the legal interpretation of the legitimate right of self- 
defense as defined in article 54 of the UN Charter. 


Israel understands the launching of long-range military attacks on the neigh- 
boring Arab countries, both near and far, as an act of legitimate self-defense. 
One of the most recent examples is its air raid on 8 June on the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor near Baghdad. 


The question that comes to the fore now is: Has there been any change in 
Israel's concept of the meaning of legitimate self-defense consistent with 
the customary international meaning of this legal right? 


The answer to this question is clear and Israel itself is providing it by its 
aggressive and illegal, if not also immoral, actions inside the occupied Arab 
territories as well as outside them against some of the neighboring Arab 
countries, specifically Lebanon. 


Israel has not abandoned its own concept and interpretation of "the legitimate 
right of self-defense." The right on which, unfortunately, President Reagan's 
administration based its recent decision to sell Israel 11 F-15 fighter- 
bombers. 
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We are afraid that the new U.S. decision does not only encourage Israel to con- 
tinue to pursue its policy which contravenes all agreements and international 
pacts on the conditions of war and peace, but also gravely harms the U.S.-Arab 
relations and goes beyond the limits of U.S. bias in favor of Israel against 
the Arabs to those of standing with Israel militarily in its wars against the 
Arabs.

[Text] In the present stage through which Egypt, and the Arab nation in par- 
ticular, is passing, questions and speculation arise and views and analyses 
around by both political quarters and by observers of the region. 


Now that Sinai has returned to Egypt, the big question is: What now? Every- 
one agrees that the political climate was cautious and that there were expec- 
tations--perhaps behind the scenes and undeclared--that the Zionists uight 
not withdraw from Sinai. However, the withdrawal has taken place--crowned by 
60 warplanes strafing al-Damur and Palestinian refugee camps in Lebanon. 


Thus the Zionist entity faces the world with sharp contradictions. How can 
the enemy's leaders believe in such an alleged peace while at the same time 
committing aggression against unarmed people in Lebanon and repressing the 
Palestinians in the West Bank? 


These words are well known, often repeated and obvious. For the enemy the 
peace process has become a political process with military associations. 
According to Zionist logic, arms are inseparable from peace, or peace should 
take place in the shadow of arms. 


We shall not go too far. We'll return to the present Arab situation and ask 
many questions--questions that put us face to face with the facts. From both 
a political and realistic point of view, the Arab climate appears to be ripe 
for an inter-Arab rapprochement on one hand and for an Arab-Egyptian 
rapprochement on the other. 


Consequently, the Arab’s hopes and dreams span the sands of the vast Arab 
desert. He looks with hope at President Husni Mubarak--this man who has been 
mysterious so far and whose policy, in the sense of a clear and well-defined 
political line, is not clear yet except for bits of statements here and there 
that augur well for a rapprochement and a thaw in Arab-Egyptian relations. We 
recall his words: "The resumption of normal relations between Egypt and the 
Arab countries is a matter of time, no more." Such a relaxation in attitudes 
can develop and become clearer in the future and give a ray of hope to the 
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Arab citizen. In the present bleak period the Arab citizen yearns for a total 
Arab rapprochement that includes all Arab leaders. 


We believe that such a rapprochement will not come about so long as the present 
Arab differences--which have become very acute--persist. We said the climate 

is favorable for an inter-Arab rapprochement and for an Arab-Egyptian rapproche- 
ment. In light of this the first step must come from Egypt. If Egypt returns 
to the Arab fold, the Arab disarray will end. Perhaps Egypt's estrangement was 
one of the reasons for this disarray and the reason for its becoming a gloomy 
reality. 


As Arab citizens who hope that Egypt will take the first step, we say that 
Egypt can never do without the Arabs just as the Arabs cannot do without 


Egypt. 


In light of Arab differences it is logical that the first step should be the 
e:sier one. Perhaps Egypt's return to the Arab ranks is much easier than re- 
solving the numerous and interlinked Arab differences. 


As for the second step, crowned by the return of brothers to each other, it 
will, God willing, be a cause of Arab joy. However, we hope that it will not, 
like other joyous occasions in the past, reek of gunpowder and the taste of 
abuse.

the failure of the UN General Assembly and Security Council to deal with the 
crisis and problems that threaten international peace. She also said she is 
astonished at the policy of blocs within the United Nations. She said the 
United States has often found itself at loggerheads with international blocs 

on issues connected with Israel and South Africa. 


She added: The nonaligned countries form the biggest bloc and their six votes 
at the Security Council in fact give them the power of veto. She said the non- 
aligned countries thus control the Security Council's agenda and ultimately 

its resolutions. 


Mrs Kirkpatrick is astonished at the stubborness of the enemies of the United 
States at the United Nations and at the cowardice of its friends and allies. 


In conclusion, she said the United States will not abandon the United Nations 
as long as there is hope that the organization can have an influence on world 
affairs. This was the statement of the U.S. ambassador. 


The fact is that a kind of undesirable familiarity and association has grown 
between us and Mrs Kirkpatrick as a result of our daily dealing with the per- 
verse policy that has come to characterize her country's policy at the United 
Nations since she assumed her post as U.S. ambassador to the United Nations in 
early 1981. The world no longer knows whether she is the ambassador of the 
United States or the ambassador of Israel or South Africa at the United Nations. 


Even if we assume that Mr Kirkpatrick is carrying out her country's instructions 
on certain issues, like the use of the veto and abstention from voting, her 
excessive zeal for Begin, his terrorism, aggression and bestiality, and her 
great admiration of his character are all discomforting marks.

RIYADH VIEWS NEW ISRAELI SETTLEMENT TO REPLACE YAMIT

[Text] Israel has announced that it will build a new town north of the occup- 
ied Gaza Strip in place of the Yamit settlement which it destroyed before 
withdrawing from Sinai on 25 April. The new town, which will also be called 
Yamit, will have a population of 250,000 people the end of this century. 


The Israeli plan to encompass the West Bank, the Gaza Strip and the Golan 
through establishing Jewish settlements and training the inhabitants of these 
settlements to use arms has been known for a long time. With all its efforts 
Israel tried to retain the part of the Siani on which it had established the 
Yamit settlement. But when it felt that this was impossible, it offered Egypt 
the purchase of its installations at an exhorbitant price. This was a kind of 
pressure through bargaining over the date of the withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from Sinai and the establishment of obstacles to force Egypt to make further 
concessions. Following Etypt's refusal, Israel dismantled the installations 
and transported them to the West Bank. Israel destroyed everything that it 
could not remove; even trees and crops did not escape Israel's blind destruc- 
tion. Israel turned everything into ruin. 


When Israel announced its intention to build a new settlement to accommodate 
250,000 people by the end of the century in place of the destroyed Yamit 
settlement it was not announcing anything new as much as it was asserting its 
commitment to previously declared plans for the judaization for the occupied 
Arab territories and for increasing the number of settlers to about 1.5 
million during the first decade of the next century. 


But will things proceed as easily as Israel imagines? The West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip are now living in a cautious period. Israeli plans have made the 
Arab inhabitants reach a state of near flashpoint, the signs of which began by 
the continuous popular uprising and which have covered all parts of the Arab 
land occupied in 1967 and have spread to areas occupied since 1948. 


Through their experience the Palestinians have realized that to allow Israel to 
implement its conspiratorial projects under deceptive names and titles will 
ultimately uproot them and replace them by new Jewish settlers. The Palestin- 
ians will be forced to leave their land and property under the pressure of 

ugly Jewish terrorism, as was the case in 1948. Therefore the Palestinians' 
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great uprising in the face of the local Israeli administration was a warning 

to the Israeli occupation authorities against a de facto annexation of occupied 
Arab territories. This was a warning that meant that the Palestinians are 
alert to the plot and that they will hold out in their positions and on their 
land and will face the Israeli army and the armed personnel of the Jewish 
settlers so that matters are put straight and right is restored to its owners.

Liv»yan leader Colonel Mu'ammar al-Qadhdhafi of planning to incense war in all 
parts of Africa and send troops to “occupy” Chad again. 


Describing al-Qadhdhafi as insane, criminal and atheist, the paper said "it 
is circumstance alone which now protect al-Qadhdhafi from the just punishment 
he deserves. 


"However, the countdown has begun and punishment is inevitable," it added. 


It went on to say that "as part of his conspiracies, al-Qadhdhafi is preparing 
to incense the conflict in all parts of Africa, and the latest development is 
that al-Qadhdhafi will send his oppressed army to occupy Chad once more." 


The paper said al-Qadhdhafi could continue to embark on new moves "until God 
saves the Libyan people form this mishap, which in fact is also that of the 
whole (Arab) nation." 


In a front-paged report, the same paper quoted “authoritative African sources" 
in London as saying that Libyan troops were preparing to return to Chad. 


It said that Chad President Goukouni Oueddei had a meeting recently with 
al-Qadhdhafi's chief aid Major ‘Abd al-Salam Jallud to discuss "ways and means 
of ensuring the return of Libyans" to his country. 


According to the same sources, the conflicting groups in Chad had begun seek- 
ing foreign support in view of the impending withdrawal of African peace forces 
from Chad in mid-June. 


The sources said Goukouni would not have resorted to the new move had he still 
depended on French assistance. However, in the wake of military operations 

by the former Defence Minister Hussein Habre and his threat to the Chad 
capital Djamena, France was now more keen to conclude a deal between Habre and 
Goukouni to prevent another eruption of the civil war, the sources added.

RIYADH VIEWS AL-QADHDHAFI CRIMES IN LIBYA

[Text] The national front for the salvation of Libya has ca!led on the Libyan 
people to get rid of al-Qadhdhafi by holding a political trial for him and his 
regime in view of the crimes his regime is committing against innocent citizens 
and against the Arab and Islamic nation and against human rights and justice.

Moreover 
he changed the education curricula and programs so that it would be in line 
with his aims and serve the objectives of his masters in the Kremlin. 


The front said tinat al-Qadhdhafi's unethical practices inside Libya and the 
transgression on the basic rights of all Libyan citizens and the suppression 
of their freedom, chiefly the freedom of thought, meeting and expression, was 
embodied in the opening of hundreds of detention places and in the exercising 
of the ugliest forms of torture from which not a single home inside Muslim 
Libya has escaped. 


The national front for the salvation of Libya concluded its statement by call- 
ing on the Libyan people te end this rule which practiced destruction, terror- 
ism and killed its own people, its neighbours and worked against the African 
continent and against all mankind.

CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES ADOPTS SEVEN BILLS 
Tunis LE TEMPS in French 8 Apr 82 p 3 
[Article: "Plenary Session of the Chamber of Deputies: Seven Bills Adopted" 


[Text] Le Bardo (TAP)--Yesterday, in a plenary session chaired by Mr Mahmoud 
Messaadi, the Chamber of Deputies considered and adopted seven bills relat- 
ing to international and bilateral agreements. Several members of the govern- 
ment were present at this plenary session which started with a discussion of a 
bill ratifying the loan agreement signed in Tunis on 31 October 1981 between 
the Tunisian Republic on the one hand, and the French Commercial Credit Bank, 
the Tunisian Banks Union in Paris, and the French Bank for External Trade on 
the other hand. 


The loan amounts to 24,318,123 French Francs and bears an annual interest 
rate of 8.25 percent. 


It will be used to finance 80 percent of the transaction concluded on 31 Octo- 
ber 1981 in Paris between the Ministry of Transport and Communications and the 
Frerch CIT-ALCATEL /Industrial Telecommunications Committee-Alsatian Atomic 


Manufacturing Company for Telecommunications and Electronics/ as part of the 
telecommunications projects scheduled to be realized under The Sixth Plan. 








This bill was adopted unanimously without discussion. 


The deputies then considered a bill which would authorize the government to 
contribute to the capital increase of the International Finance Corporation 
(IFC). 


The data made public in connection with this project show that, in November 
1977, the board of IFC decided to increase by 540 million dollars the capital 
of this institution which comes under the World Bank. This increase became 
effective in 1978 and 70 countries have already accepted to make contributions. 


At present, Tunisia's participation in the capital of IFC amounts to 0.03 per- 
cent of the total capital subscribed. 


To re*ain its present position within IFC--it has 0.09 percent of the votes-- 
and considering the part played by IFC in encouraging international financial 
institutions, including IBRD [International Bank for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment], to finance our projects, Tunisia should subscribe 786 new shares, i.e. 
the equivalent of 400 thousand dinars. 
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Creation of a Joint Tunisian-Italian Company 


Two deputies taking part in the debate asked why there had been delays in 
paying Tunisian contributions to the IFC and what benefits Tunisia could ex- 
pect from this organization in which it has only 0.09 percent of the votes. 


Mr Marsour Moalla, minister of Finance and Plan, answered that the delay was 
due to the fact that, at a time, the participation of IFC in financing Tunis- 
ian projects had been somewhat decreased. He added that the decision to con- 
tribute to the increase of IFC capital had been arrived at only recently, 

after IFC had indicated it would increase its participation in Tunisia's devel- 
opment effort. 


Mr Moalla indicated that Tunisia will now maintain close relations with IFC, 
which comes under the World Bank. 


Whereas IRBD finances infrastructure projects through long-term credits charac- 
terized by flexible conditions, IFC is more interested in productive projects 
(industry, tourism, etc.) and either contributes to the capital of the enter- 
prises to be created or grants commercial credits. 


The minister remarked that the World Bank, which in a way is the parent orga- 
nization, remains the main source of financing for our development projets. 

In this respect, he stated that, since 1962, 51 projects have been completed 

in Tunisia thanks to World Bank credits amounting to a total of 1 billion 
dollars. He also stated that five more projects would be started during the 
present fiscal year, amounting to a total of 150 million dollars (construction 
of grain silos and of a mechanical industry complex, development of agricultur- 
al roads, water supply, development of the Nebhana region). 


The minister of Finance and Plan also stated thét, in spite of its limited 
mears, IFC is carrying out numerous projects in Tunisia; among others, it has 
contributed to the capital of BDET [Bank for the Economic Development of 
Tunisia], COFIT [expansion unknown], and Le Fluor company. He added that ne- 
gotiations are in progress to interest IFC in serveral tourism projects. 


When voted upon, this bill was adopted unanimously. 
The deputies then considered a bill ratifying the financial agreement and the 
development credit agreement signed in Rome on 17 September 1981 by the 


Tunisian and Italian governments. 


These two agreements were signed as part of the Italian participation in the 
financing of the Sixth Economic and Social Development Plan. 


Under the first agreement, the Tunisian government will receive bank credits 
amounting to 67.3 million dollars. 


These credits will be used to import industrial equipment and will be repaid 
in 20 half-yearly installments witt an annual interest rate of 7.75 percent. 
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Under the second agreement, Tunisia will receive a 16.8 million dollar credit 
from the central Italian institution for medium-term credits. This loan will 
be repaid in 20 half-yearly installments, with a grace period of 30 months 
and at annual interest rate of 4 percent. 


Answering questions from the deputies, Mr Mansour Moalla explained how Tunisia 
obtains foreign credits to finance the equipment it needs. He explained that, 
after making public invitations to tender, the Tunisian government considers 
the tids received and compares them with its work specifications. Only then 
is the contract awarded to the enterprise of the lending country that offers 
the most interesting equipment. 


Mr Mansour Moella underlined that, when a loan is granted by a given country, 
that loan is conditional to the purchase of equipment manufactured in that 
country; nevertheless, he said, the Tunisian government has been known to 
give up a loan when it turned out that the equipment offered did not conform 
to our specifications or did not meet our requirements. 


When a deputy raised the question of illicit fishing in our territorial waters, 
Mr Lassaad Ben Osman, minister of Agriculture, stated that when an Italian 
trawler is caught in the act, it is immediately inspected and taken to a 
Tunisian port until its owner has paid the applicable fine. 


However, the minister expressed the hope that this problem could be solved 
once and for all through the creation (now under consideration) of a joint 
Tunisian-Italian fishing company which would operate on the open sea. The 
proceeds of this company's fishing could supply the: local market or be 
exported. 


Mr Ben Osman added thet the Tunisian government is determined to encourage 
Tunisian fishermen--especially those established in Sicily--so they will 
become independent and purchase modern boats. 


When voted upon, this bill was adopted with a single abstention. 


The deputies then adopted the three other bills without discussion: The first 
bill authorizes the government to contribute to an increase of the African 
Development Bank (ADB) capital. 


On 16 February 1981, the board of directors of ADB decided to increase the 
bank's capitél by 5,200 million accounting units. 


As a result, in order to enable Tunisia to retain its 2.42 percent participa- 
tion in ADB, it was offered 5,288 new shares, i.e. 52,880 accounting units 
corresponding to 24,536,320 dinars. 


Considering that, until now, Tunisia has received 14 ADB loans amounting to 
34.8 million dinars, and in view of ADB's expected participation in the 
financing of certain projects of the Sixth Plan (which would amount to 30-40 
million dinars), Tunisia must contribute to ADB's capital increase. 
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The bill presented to the deputies authorizes the government to subscribe 
2,648 new shares, i.e. 26,480 accounting units corresponding to 12 286 720 
dinars. 


It should be noted that this capital increase will not place a heavy load on 
the State budget but will enable Tunisia to retains its present position in 
ADB. 


The second bill provides for the ratification of the financial cooperation 
agreement signed in Tunis on 24 September 1981 by the Tunisian and FRG 
governments. 


Under this agreement, the West-German reconstruction credit institution will 
grant 47.7 million marks of credits to the Gabes Chemical Transportation Company 
to finance the construction of a tanker for the transportation of phosphoric 
acid. 


This credit is exempt from all Tunisian taxes; its payment is guaranteed by 
the German government, its repayment by the Tunisian government. 


The third bill ratifies Amendment 4 to the general agreement ca social security 
dated 17 December 1965, and Amendment 3 to the additional agreement dated 

20 March 1968 concerning fishermen's social security benefits; this agreement 
was signed in Paris on 29 December 1980 by the Tunisian and French governments. 





Amendment 4 provides for an extension of the benefits received by Tunisian and 
French workers and their families, especially in the case of illness oi child- 
birth. These benefits concern retired workers cumulating insurance obtained 
in Tunisia and in France, as well as those receiving a disability or life 
annuity following an accident at work. Relatives of those concerned will also 
receive these benefits in kind, 


The above-mentioned benefits will be given through the social security offices 
of the country of residence of the beneficiaries, in accordance with the laws 
of that country. 


Amendment 3 provides that the same benefits in kind wil’? be granted to the 
beneficiaries of old age or disability pensions, or of -.ife annuities follow- 
ing an accident, as well as to their relatives. 


Tunisia Has Achieved Self-Sufficiency in Poultry-Farming 
Finally, the Chamber of Deputies considered a bill ratifying the loan agreement 
signed on 14 December 1981 by Tunisia and the Dutch Investment Bark for Develop- 


ing Countries. 


Under this agreement, the Tunisian government will receive a loan of TD 25,000 
which the National Land Office will use to promote poultry-raising in Tunisia. 


The loan bears an annual interest rate of 4 percent and will be repaid over 
7 years starting on 14 December 1985.

The six deputies who took part in the debate raised the following questions: 


- The competition on the market between the products of the National Land 
Office and those of the various agricultural sectors. 


The Tunisian poultry-farming crisis, and the prospects for this sector. 
- The sanitary control of poultry farms. 
- The means available to Tunisia to export its poultry production. 


In his answer, Mr Lassaad Ben Osman stated that, in the poultry-farming sector, 
the National Land Office is in no way competing unfairly with the other produc- 
ers; he gave the precision that, in 1981, the Office's production did hardly 
exceed 10 percent of the national poultry meat production, and 8 percent of the 
egg production. Under the Sixth Plan, these percentages will be increased to 
12 percent for poultry meat and 13 percent for eggs. 


Concerning the crisis now prevailing in this sector, the minister of Agricul- 
ture expressed the opinion that it is essentially the result of inadequacies 
in the storage capacity of the country, and of the lack of coordination bet- 
ween the organizations in charge of collecting the country's production. 


The minister of Agriculture also added that efforts are being made to increase 
our storage capacity before the year is over,and to achieve better coordina- 
tion between operators in this sector so as to check all speculation and 
competition. 


With respect to sanitary control, Mr Lassaad Ben Osman pointed out thet the 
sénitary control and animal production department has spared no efforts in 
its struggle against the diseases which now and then threaten our poultry- 
ferring, and that his ministry is considering a consolidation of the means 
made available to said department. 


On research and the conquest of foreign markets, Mr Lassaad Ben Osman stated 
that the 9 percent growth rate of the poultry-farming sector has enabled the 
country to achieve self-sufficiency in its poultry meat and egg production. 
If, in the past, certain transactions with other countries have been completed 
only partially or not at all, it was because the government wanted to meet 

the requirements of the local market and to maintain the domestic price level. 


The policy which now emerges at the start of the Sixth Plan, the minister 
concluded, is to provide all necessary assistance to the operators so they 


will turn to foreign markets. 


When voted upon, this bill was adopted.

BUDGET ALLOTS $530 MILLION TO FINISH MINISTRY PROJECTS

[Text] The Federal National Council of the UAE isto meet on 
April 6 to discuss the draft federal budget for the fiscal 
year ending in July 1982. The budget, already approved 
by the UAE Cabinet. will be presented to the Council 
by Finance and Industry Minister Sheikh Hamdan bin 
Rashid. It envisages the expenditure of Dirhams 22.955 
billion ($6.242 billion), a 15 per cent fall compared with 
last year. This year, the UAE will run a budget deficit 
estimated at $620 million, the first such deficit in its 10 
vears of independence (An-Nahar Amb Report & MEMO, 
March 29). 

Some details of proposed allocations were released 
last week bv the official UAE news agency, which said 
that Dirhams 1.95 billion ($530.4 million) will be spent 
on completing ministry projects. The figure represents 
the sum allocated annually for projects whose execution 
is spread over several years. 

Dirhams 145 million ($39.44 million) will be spent 
on completing Health Ministry projects carried out by 
the Ministry of Public Works and Housing. The Health 
Ministry has a total investment programme of Dirhains 
1 billion ($272 million). 

The biggest single item of expenditure is the Dirhams 
72 million ($19.584 million) expansion of AFAmal Hosp- 
ital in Dubai, but sizeable sums have also been set aside for 
the completion of a nursing school (Dirhams 13 million), 
a central dental clinic (Dirhams 4 million) and clinics in 
Al-Jazeirah Hospital (Dirhams 25 million), all in Abu 
Dhabi. Most of the money allocated to the other Emirates 
will go towards general, dental, mother and child and 
school health clinics. According to Planning Ministry 
statistics, the UAE has a total of 27 hospitals with 5,000 
beds, 100 outpatient clinics, 1,500 doctors, 100 dentists 
and 100 pharmacists. 

The Culture and Information Ministry is to receive 
Dirhams 60 million ($16.32 million) for the completion 
of existing projects and Dirhams 130 million ($35.36 
million) for new ones. 
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The new budget provides for Dirhams 194 million 
($52.77 million) to be spent on education, a sharp decr- 
ease on last year’s figure of Dirhams 433 million ($117.77 
million). The education sector has an investment progr- 
amme totalling Dirhams 2.6 billion ($707.2 million). 

The Ministry of Public Works and Housing will get 
Dirhams 185 million ($50.32 million) as part of the 
Dirhams 962 million ($261.66 million) it plans to spend 
on residential buildings. 

The Ministry of Agriculture has been allotted Dirh- 
ams 25 million ($6.8 million) to complete centres for 
agricultural guidance, vetinerary clinics and marine work- 
shops. 

’ Dithans 290 million ($78.8 million) will be spent 
on communications, compared with Dirhams 377 million 
($102.54 million) fast year and Dirhams 203 million 


($55.22 million) the year before. The money will be used 
to complete a number of roads and post offices in all the 
Emirates. 

The budget also sets aside Dirhams 1 million 
($272,000) for preliminary studies and design work on a 
new Cabinet Secretariat building to cost Dirhams 95 mi- 
llion ($25.84 million), in addition to Dirhams 8 million 
($2.176 million) for the first stage of the new building 
to house the Federal National Council, which will cost 
Dirhams 72 million ($19.584 millivn). 

The UAE news agency aiso reported that the coming 
year will see the completion of four large electricity 
projects to increase supplies in the northern Emirates. 
The projects are for the addition of three 20 Megawatt 
gas turbines to facilities at the Ajman power station, the 
installation of four 20 Megawatt gas turbines at Qhidfa 
and two at Al-Dhaid. Mobile gas turbines of 5 Megawatts 
each will be used to enhance the capacities of the power 
Stations at Masfut, Falaj al-Mualla, Manama, Dibba and 
Idhen. A small grid is planned for the northem Emirates 
and contracts have already been awarded to local comp- 
anies. 

According to a UAE newspaper, Gulf News, about 
85 per cent of the villages in the northern Emirates now 
have electricity and the rest will be hooked up under 
current projects. The Ministry plans to phase out gas and 
diesel turbines in favour of steam generating units which 
are more economical and easier to maintain. Diesel sets 
now generate about 76 Megawatts and gas turbines about 
139 Megawatts out of a total installed capacity of around 
282 Megawatts.
